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horse-drawn and tractor-drawn sharing in the decrease. Sales of harrow plows, one-way 
disc plows or tiller combines increased 21 per cent in number from 4,815 in 1936 to 


5,821 in 1937, while the corresponding dollar value at wholesele prices increased by 21 
per cent from $1,342,501 over the same period. 


Cream separators, numbering 27,771, were sold for $1,722,180 in 1937, up by 
7 per cent in number and 12 per cent in value from the 25,886 units which sold for 
$1,542,903 in the preceding year. Small separators having less than 300 pounds capacity 


gained 52 per cent in number while sales of larger machines remained stable, gaining less 
than one per cent. 


Data were also secured covering domestic sales of a miscellaneous group of 
other farm equipment and supplies. In the main, these sales cover only those made by 
manufacturers and distributors of the heavier types of farm machinery and equipment. 
Seales by mail-order houses at retail prices are also included. Yn some instances these 
items are made and sold by manufacturers not coming within the scope of this survey so 
thet the figures shown in this bulletin for some items in the miscellaneous group do 


not cover the total sales of these commodities,

Although the marked gain in farm implement sales which took 
moe in Canada between 1936 and 1937 was not continued at the same rate 
dast year, nevertheless sales for 1938 recorded a substantial improvement 
over 1937. Domestic sales at wholesale prices to dealers totalled $36,336- 
056 for 1958, up 18 per cent from the $30,775,198 reported for 1987, which, 
in turn, was almost 60 per cent above the $19,343,871 recorded for 1936. 
These figures relate to the sale of new equipment and machinery only, are 
excjusive of parts, binder twine and farm trucks and are based on returns 
Submitted from the manufacturers of farm implements in Canada, from Cana- 
Jian branches or agents of American firms and from distributors of goods 
imported from other countries. Sales of farm implements and equipment 

nade by mail-order houses in Canada are also included, 


| Although figures on a provincial or regional basis are not 
ivailable, there is evidence to show that the gain in aggregate sales volume 
was due in no small degree to increased demand for harvesting and power 
lachinery, especially in Saskatchewan. Sales for the harvesting machinery 
;roup as a whole reached $7,103,345 in 1938, up 83 per cent from the 
$3,883,524 recorded for 1937, The gain in combine sales was outstanding, 
.»944 of these implements selling for $1,591,228 in 1938 compared with 306 
mits sold for $358,636 in the preceding year. The gain in swather sales 
aralleled that for combines with 410 units selling in 1938 compared with 
jo units in 1937. Grain binder sales at 13,212 for $3,621,406 in 1938 
xXceeeded by 27 per cent in number and 43 per cent in value the 10,369 units 
hich sold for $2,534,602 in the preceding year. Horse-drawn binder sales 
nereased 19 per cent in number and 30 per cent in dollar volume whereas 
ractor-drawn binders (a type more peculiar to the Prairie Provinces) in- 
Meased 156 per cent in number and 161 per cent in dollar value.

One-~horse and fiela cultivators recorded 
gains in 1938 but these were offset by declines in two-row corn cultivators 
and miscellaneous types. Sales of rod weéders numbered 848, practically 
unchanged from the preceding year while decreases of from 8 to 10 per cent 
were general for the various types of harrows sold. 


) ‘Cream separator sales registered a minor increase of one per 
cent for the year under review. There were £7,427 cream separators sold 
for $1,791,417 in Canada last year compared with 27,172 separators which 
sold for $1,722,181 in 1937.

Although the upward trend which characterized the farm implement trade in Canada 
uring recent years was not continued in 1939, nevertheless sales for the year were main- 
@ined within narrow limits of the 1938 volume and were still subste ntially higher than 
ho level of 19376 Domestic sales at wholesale prices to dealers totelled $33,927,654 for 
939, down 663 per cent from the $36,213,382 reported for 1938 but 10.2 per cent above the 
30,775,198 recorded for 1937. These figures relete to the sale of new equipment and ma- 
hinery only and they are exclusive of parts, binder twine and motor truckse They are 
ased on returns suvmitted by the manufacturers of farm implements in Canada, by Canadian 
ranches or agents of United States firms and by distributors of goods imported from other 
ountriose Sales of farm implements and equipment made by mail-order houses in Canada are 
1so included. 


| The trend in sales between 1938 and 1939 was not uniform for all sections of 
he countrye Summary dollar sales on @ regional basis secured for 1938 and 1939 indicate 
nmcreeses in the Maritime Provinces and Sasketchewan and declines in all other provincese 
@les in the Meritime Provinces at $1,083,168 for 1939 were 16 per cent above the 1938 
igure of $934,115. Saskatchewan sales geined 9 per cent from $7,812,638 in 1938 to 
8,508,410 in 1939- Minor decreases of 1 and 2 per cent below 1938 were reported for 
berta and Quebec respectively. Ontario sales were down by 5 per cent; British Columbia,

CENSUS OF MERCHANDISING AND SERVICE SSTABLI SHMBNTS 
Bales of Farm Implements and Equipment in Canada, 1940 


An increase of 40 per cent in dollar sales of farm implements and 
equipment in Canada in 1940 compared with 1939 is revealed ina report issued by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics and based upon figures submitted by Canadian manufactur- 
ers, by distributors of goods imported from other countries and by mail-order houses. 
Domestic sales, mainly at wholesale prices to dealers, totalied 247,595,154 in 1940, 
an increase of more than ~13,500,000 or 39.7 per cent over the 934,060,447 recorded 
for the preceding year. These figures relate to the sale of new equipment and machin- 
‘ery only and are exclusive of parts, binder twine or motor trucks. About 43 per cent 
of the total gain in dollar volume represents increased sales of tractors, 21,444 
tractors selling for 320,632,549 in 1940, up 60 per cent in number and 40 per cent in 
value from the 13,402 units which sold for 14,769,357 in 1939. 


| While all regions of the country shared in the improvement, the 
increase in Saskatchewan was outstanding, dollar sales in that province reaching 
915,052,306 in 1940, up 80 per cent from 1939. This increase follows a marked gain 
in the cash income from the sale of farm products in Saskatchewan in 1939, calculated 
at $154,200 ,000 for that year, and 71 per cent above the 1939 figure. Increases in 
farm implement sales in the other two Prairie Provinces were much lower, percentage 
gains over 1939 standing at 15 per cent for Manitoba and 14 per cent for Alberta, 
Increases of 34 per cent and 37 per cent were recorded in the Maritime Provinces and 
Quebec respectively while sales in Ontario gained 42 per cent. Although the volume 
of business transacted in British Columbia is not large compared with other sections 
of the country, a marked increase was recorded in this province, salss of 712,643 in 
19740 exceeding by 78 per cent the amount of business transacted in 1939. The follow- 
ing table shows the dollar sales by provinces for 1939 and 1940, the percentage change 
in sales between the two years and the proportion which sales in each province formed 
of the Dominion totals. 


Table 1.--Provincial Distribution of Farm Implement and Equinmen’ Sales, 
1239 and 1.960 
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Dollar sales of planting and seeding machinery increased by 67 
per cent from 91,357,739 in 1939 to 92,270,583 in 1940. There were 6,450 grain drills 
sold for )1,520,287 in 1940, up 73 per cent in number and 87 per cent in value from 
the preceding year. Included in these totals are 717 press drills and 5,733 regular 


type drills, the percentage increase over 1939 for the former type standing at 101 per 
cent and that for the latter type at 70 per cent. 


Sales of the tillage machinery group increased 46 per cent in 
dollar value in the year under review, gains over 1939 being recorded for all types 
excepting rod weeders, stalk cutters and horse drawn plows which averaged lower. 
There were 32,204 plows of all types sold for ~4,079,078 in Canada last year, up 34 
per cent in number and 60 per cent in value over the 24,108 plows which sold for 
92 556,477 in 1939. Of horse-drawn mouldboard plows there were 12,804 sold for 
385,028 in 1940, down 3 per cent in number but up 1 per cent in value from the pre= 
ceding year. Tractor-drawnmcouldboard plows increased 124 per cent in number from 
1939, 10,537 such plows being sold for $1,335,460 in the year under review. There 
were 1,833 disc plows sold in 1940, of which 564 were horse-drawn and 1,269 were 
tractor-drawn, the former typo declining by 3 per cont from 1939 while the latter type 
was up by 72 per cent. Sales of one-way disc plows or tiller combines increased 49 
per cent in number over 1939, 6,336 units of this type selling for 91,895,601 in 1940. 


Increases over 1939 were general for all branches of the haying 
Machinery group, dollar sales for the group as a whole increasing by 37 per cent from 
$1,096,735 in 1939 to $1,497,779 in 1940. Hay mowers and dump rakes form theo two 
most important clessos in this grouping. There were 9,005 mowors sold for 3919,296 in 
1940, up 30 per cent in numbor and 34 per cent in value over the proceding year, 
Dump rake sales in 1940 numbered 5172 and wore velued at 3264,568, up 19 per cent and 
23 per cent in point of view of numbcor and value respectively over 1939. 


Continuation of the marked increase in combine sales noted in 
earlier years and a resultant decline in grain binder and stationary thresher sales 
forms the most outstanding feature in the hervosting machinery group. Thore were 
5,069 combines sold in Canada last year for $6,096,622, up 91 per cont in number and 
108 per cont in value over the 2,648 units which sold for $2,932,312 in 1939. On the 
other hand, the number of grain binders sold declined by 4 per cont, 7,552 bindors 
selling for (2,148,134 last year. Opposite trends are noted for horse-drawn and 
tractor-drawn binders. There were 6,459 units of tho former type sold in 1940, down 
5 per cont from 1939, while an increase of 4 per cent in the latter typo brought the 
number of tractor-drawn binder sales to 1,093. Sales of stationary threshors numborod 
920 in 1940 and were valued at $1,157,431, down 16 per cent in number and 12 per cent 
‘in value from the preceding year. 


The decline in cream separator sales which took place betweon 
1938 and 1939 was continued last year. There were 24,317 cream separators sold for 
91,372,311 in 1940, down 3 per cent in both number and value from the preceding yoar. 


Data were also secured covering domestic sales of a miscellaneous 
group of farm equipment and supplies. In the main, these cover only those made by 
manufacturers and distributors of the heavier types of farm machinery and equipment. 

In some instances these items are sold by manufacturers belonging to other industries 
and not coming within the scope of this survey. For this reason the figures shown in 
this bulletin for some items in the miscellaneous group do not cover the total domestic 
sales of these commodities. 


| While both unit and value figures are shown, the reader is caution~ 
ed against using these data for obtaining changes in average prices for the various 
items over the two-year period. Any such apparent changes from averages thus derived 
may be due to shifts in demand from one price range to another rather than to any change 
in the price of identical items in the two years.

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| Marked increases in farm implement sales in Quebec, Ontario and 
ritish Columbia in 1941 over 1940 were modified by a slight drop in Alberta and a more 
jubstantial reduction in Saskatchewan with the result that the total volume of farm 
mplement business in Canada varied but little between the two years. Domestic sales, 
lainly at wholesale prices to dealers, totalled $50,147,586 for 1941, up 5 per cent over 
he $47,747,865 recorded for 1940 and 47 per cent above $34,060,447 reported for 1939. 
These figures relate to the sale of new equipment and machinery only and are exclusive 
if the sale of parts, binder twine or motor trucks. The figures are based on reports 
‘eceived from Canadian manufacturers and by mail-order houses and other distributors 

f imported machinery. 


The trend in sales between 1940 and 1941 varied widely for different 
arts of the country. Following a marked increase of 80 per cent between 1939 and 1940, 
ales in Saskatchewan fell off by 16 per cent from $15,136,891 in 1940 to $12,647,715 
n 1941, Alberta sales declined by 4 per cent from $10,549,851 in 1940 to $10,125,688 
n 1941, while all other provinces recorded increases. Quebec came first in point of 
dew of percentage gain in dollar business with sales of $5,038,626 in 1941, exceeding 
y 42 per cent the $3,551,623 recorded for the preceding year. The gain in British 
Olumbia was only slightly less at 40 per cent although in this instance the actual 
plume of business is relatively small amounting to $1,009,391 in 1941. Ontario sales 
pined 25 per cent from $10,797,674 in 1940 to $13,484,311 in 1941, Sales amounting to 
1,645,420 in the Maritime Provinces were up 15 per cent from 1940, while Manitoba 

ales increased by 12 per cent from $5,559,753 in 1940 to $6,196,435 in 19h1,

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Sales of the tillage machinery group increased by 16 per cent 
(from $6,366,863 in 1940 to $7,363,234 in 1941, with increases recoréed for practically 
‘all types within this group. There were 19,021 cultivators of various types sold for 
($1,245,640 in 1941, up 1O per cent in number and 20 per cent in value compared with the 
preceding year. Plow sales in 1941 numbered 35,534 and were valved at $4,635,687, 
gains of 10 per cent in number and 14 per cent in value over 19/10. There were 31,882 
hharrows sold for $1,261,759 in 1941, up 6 per cent in number and 22 per cent in value 
over the preceding year. 


Sales for the planting and seeding machinery group as a whole 
declined by 8 per cent in the year wnder review. Reductions in grain acreages and pro- 
duction together with marked increases gn corn g@creages and production are reflected 
in markedly different trends in sales for corn planters and grain drills. There were 
701 corn planters or drilis sold for $68,163 in 1941, up 56 per cent in number and 64 
per cent in value compared with the preceding year. On the other hend, grain drill 
‘sales for 1941 numbered 4,642 and were valued at $1,094,099, down by 28 per cent in both 
number and value compared with 1940, 


| Increases over 1940 were recorded for all sections of the haying 
group dollar sales for the group as a whole increasing by 23 per cent from $1,497 225 
in 190 to $1,838,335 in 1941. There were 10,554 mowers sold for $1,111,633 in 19h1, 
up 17 per cent in number and 21 per cent in value compared with 190, Dump rakes form 
the second most important type in the haying group. There were 5,952 dump rakes sold 


for $307,015 in 1941, up 15 per cent in number and 16 per cent in value compared with 
the preceding year. 


| Except for a gain in corn binder sales due to the increased corn 
production in 1941, declines below 1940 were general in the harvesting machinery group, 
with total dollar sales for the group as a whole standing at $7,479,960, down 24 per 
cent from 1940. There were 5,553 grain binders sold for $1,575,%68 in 1941, down 27 

per cent both in number and value from the preceding year. Corn binder sales increased 
in number from 394 in 1940 to 613 in 1941 with the corresponding values increasing from 
$89,500 to $154,230. Combine sales numbered 4,19 in 1941 ana vere valued at $4,730,145, 
flown 17 per cent and 22 per cent respectively in number and value fron 1940, 


" There was no substantial change in tractor sales in 1941 from the 
perlier period. There were 21,118 tractors sold for $21,771,832 in 1941, down 2 per cent 
in number and up 6 per cent in value compared with 1940, Sales for the tractor and 
dower engine group as a whole were valued at $22,680,493 in 1941, up 7 per cent over 

the dollar volume transacted in 190. 


In connection with this annual survey of the sale of farm imple- 
tents data are also secured relating to the sale of a miscellanecus group of farm equip- 
1ent and supplies. In the main, these figures cover only the sales made by manufacturers 
md distributors who also handle heavier types. of equipment. In some instances these 
uscellaneous items are sold by manufacturers which do not manufacture heavier types of 
‘quipment and which do not come within the scope of this survey. For this reason the 
‘igures shown in this report for some items in the miscellaneous group do not cover the 
‘otal domestic sales of these commodities. 


Cream separators are included in the miscellaneous group and, 
ithough the figures for this item are not considered as complete as those for the 
eavier types of farm equipment, they are considered sufficiently accurate to give a 
air indication of the trend. There were 32,184 cream separators reported sold for 


1,860,332 in 1941, up 26 per cent in number and 31 per cent in value compared with the 
receding year,

Dollar sales of farm implements and equipment in Canada in 1942 were 
aintained within narrow limits of the 1941 volume according to results of the annual 
urvey of this trade made by the Internal Trade Branch of the Bureau of Statistics. * 
omestic sales mainly at wholesale prices to dealers totalled $51,036,373 in 1942, down 

per cent from the $52,106,069 recorded for 1941, increases of 12 per cent in Manitoba 

nd 10 per cent in British Columbia being slightly more than offset by a decline of 20 

ar cent in Quebec and by minor decreases in other sections of the countrye These figures 
elate to the sale of new equipment and machinery only and are exclusive of the sale of 
arts, binder twine or motor trucks.» The figures are based on reports received from

Sales of the planting and seeding machinery group increased 20 per 
ent in dollar value from $2,128,926 in 1941 to $2,559,414 in 1942. Grain drills form 
he most important classification within this group of which there were 6,994 sold in 
942 for $1,731,737; increasds of 51 per cent in number and 58 per cent in value compared 
ith the preceding year. Sales of manure spreaders numbered 4,139 in 1942 and were valued 
t $679,919, down 26 per cet in number and 22 per cent in value from 1941. Corn planter

Mowing machines forn by far the most 
important single classification within the haying machinery groupe Thero were 10,142 
mowers including both horse and tractor-drawn sold for $1,119,545 in 1942, down 4 per 
cent in number and up 1 per cent in value compared with 1941. Dump rakes form the 
next most important classification in this group, of which 5,509 sold for $295,947 in 
1942, down 7 per cent in number and 3 per cent in value from 1941. 


Marked gains over 1941 were reported for almost all types of

| Annuel reports on the sale of farm implements and equipment in Canada, based 
no returns submitted by Canadien manufacturers and by importers of foreign makes have

iew and for the immediately preceding year with which compsrisons sre made. In view of 
he demend for these data for earlier years, the complete series of statistics from 1936 
ce 1943 has been brought tegether and is contained in this bulletin.

i Government restricticns on the manufacture and sale of farm implements and 
auipment are reflected in sales figures for lest year. Domestic sales, mainly at whoele-— 
ale prices es reported by manufacturers, mail order houses, and wholesale distributors 

f imported makes totalled $29,796,560 in 1943, down 41.0 per cent from the $50,461,523 
ecorded for 1942.and approximately on e par with the volume of business transacted in 
937 when the figure stocd at $30,775,198. These figures relete to the sale of new 
guipment and machinery cnly. They de not include used machinery nor do they include 
arts, binder twine cr motor trucks.

i Declines below 1942 were recorded for all regicns of the country, for all 
ajor type groupings according to purpese and for almost all of the individuel categories 
or which figures are compiled. The declines in dollar volume below 1942 for the troad 
ommedity groupings according to purpese stand at 41.9 per cent for planting and seeding 
achinery, 24.2 per cent for tillege machinery, 49.2 per cent for haying machinery, 54.0 
er cent for harvesting machinery, and 51.6 per cent for tracters and engines.

There were 
21,828 plows ef various types sold in Canada lest year for $3,243,355, down 26.4 per 
cent in- number and 16.4 per cent in value from the 29,648 units which sold for $3,880,- 
$51 in 1942. Included in the total plow sales for last year were 14,622 mouldhoerd 
plows which sold for $1,088,380 end 528 dise plows which sold fer $60,275. Included 
also in the 1943 totals were 6,482 harrow plows or tiller combines, 156 breeker plows 
and 40 other plows of miscellaneous types. In contrast to the results fer almost all 
cther types cf equipment, tiller combine sales increased in 1943 compared with 1942, 
the 6,482 tiller combines which solc for $2,064, 523 in 1943 exceeding by 5.9 in number 
and by 7.8 in value the correspending number and value for the preceding year. 


Haying machinery seles declined by appreximately one-half below 1942 both 
in respect of number cf unite and the value of sales made. Total sales for the group 
ac a whole were $923,497 in 1943 compared with $1,817,882 in the preceding year. In- 
cluded in the 1943 totels were 4,939 mewers which sold for $513,559, down 51.3 per 
cent in number and 54.1 per cent in value compered with 1942. Dump rakes come second 
in this group in point of view of number cf units scold. There were 2,197 dump rakes 
sold for $119,727 lest year, dewn about 60 per cent both in number and velue from the 
preceding year. Included in the haying machinery totals for 1943 were also 1,387 
haylosders which sold for $179,434; 523 side rakes and tedders which sold for $69,873; 
a 4 presses which sold for $36,930; and 50 units of cther types which seld for

A marked reduction in grain binder sales last year forms the outstanding 
feature in the harvesting machinery group. There were only 2,302 grain binders sold 
for $682,793 in Caneda last year, decreases of 74.6 per cent in number and 75.3 per «_ 
cent in value compared with 1942 being recerded. Last year was the first in the ' 
experience of the past eight years in which the number cf combines sole exceeded 
grein binder sales. There were 2,504 combines sold for $3,286,469 in 1943, down 
46.8 per cent in number and 42.9 per cent in value compered with the preceding year. 
Sales for the harvesting machinery greup as a whole totalled $4,695,412 in 1943, a 
decline cf 54 per cent belew the corresponding figure for 1942. 


Sales cf tractors and engines also registered marked decreases below 1942. 
There were 8,€38 tractors scld for $8,687,216 in 1943, down 49.5 per cent in number 
and 53.9 per cent in value compared with the preceding year. Sales of stetionary 
engines were up. There were 4,432 engines sold for $524,830 last yea ;

Corresponding figures for 1936 and 1937 and regicnal figures for detailed types of 
mechinery and equipment for cther yeers are not available.

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SALES OF FARM IMPLEMENTS AND EQUIPMENT IN CANADA, 1645. 
introduction 


Annual reports on the sale of farm implements and equipment in Canada, based 
on returns submitted by Canadian manufacturers and by importers of foreign makes, have 
been compiled and published by the Bureau of Statistics since 1536. In collaboration 
With the Farm Equipment Section of the Canadian Manufacturers’ Association and with 
officials of the Engineering Division of the Experimental Farms Service, the schedule 
used in connection with these annual surveys has recently been sevised, chiefly in the 
equipment for which sales figures are now available. This development should enhance 
the value of the results of these surveys as a measure of the trend in farm mechaniza- 
tion in Canada and will permit of more valid comparisons between the totals shown for 
the trade ana the results for individual firms. A separate analysis of sales by class 
of equipment for the Prairie Provinces only is another feature, introducea for the 
first time in the present report, whichsiould aad still further to the value of the 
survey © 


This report, giving comparative sales figures for 1:44 and 1$45, is based on 
returns submitted by mail from a total of 205 firms, including Canadian manufacturers 
and also importers of foreign makes. Each manufacturer was asked to report only sales 
of his own manufacture and sales of importea goods. Sales of any goods which he pur- 
chased from other Canadian suppliers were to be excluded. ‘The manufacturers' sales 
are supplemented by returns from firms which do not manufacture in Canada but which 
import farm implements and equipment directly from other countries. Figures relate to 
Sales made to Canadian customers only; export sales are not included. 

The report covers the sale of new implements and equipment ana also the 
sale of parts and accessories. Used machinery and the sale of binaer twine and motor

Eut in a limited number of 
instances it has been necessary to combine closely related types or to assign certain 
types to the miscellaneous category within each major class in order to avoid dis- ’ 
closing the trading operations of individual firms. In no instance are figures shown

Domestic sales of farm implements and equipment, mainly at wholesale prices 
to dealers or agents, amounted to $65,781,105 in 1645, up 1o.3 per cent over the 
revised figure of 954,824,155 for 1:44 and the highest figure recorded since the 4 
inception of this series of annual reports in 1636. These figures relate to the sale - 
of new machinery ana equipment only ana do not include the sale of parts, binaer 
twine, motor trucks or usea equipment of any kind. Supplementary information relating 
to average mark-up as reported by the various firms indicate that the total sales i 
figure quoted for 1:45 should be increased by approximately 20.1 per cent to bring it | 
to a retail basis. It would appear therefore that Canadian farmers spent approximate 
ly #76,900,90@ or new farm machinery and equipment in 1$45.

Government Orders Affecting Imports & Production 


Production and importation of farm implements and equipment were subject to 
various Wartime Prices and Trade Board c.uers during the calendar year of 145. 
During the first five months of the year Administrator's Order No. A-1162 was in 
effect. This order, which came into effect on July 1, 144 and was to be effective 
for the following twelve month period, set separate production and import quotas for 
the Prairie Provinces and for the remainder of Canada at levels generally higher 


those allowed by earlier orders of the Board, These quotas were set as percentages 


of the average annual production or imports over the two year period 1440-141. 
Quotas for the year ended June 50, 1445 for the Western Provinces for a few of the 
more important classifications of farm equipment with corresponding quotas for the 
preceding year in brackets are as follows: Plain grain drills, 85 per cent (70 per 
cent); manure spreaders, 133 per cent (81 per cent); one-way discs, $5 per cent (73 
per cent); mowers, 105 per cent ($7 per cent); combines, 120 per cent (110 per cent) 


Increased quotas were also providea for 
Kastern Canada and British Columbia. 


Order A=1646 came into effect on June 1, 1945, replacing Oruer A-1162 and 
was designed to control the production ana sale of farm machinery until June 50th 
146. But on August 22, 1:45, Oraer A=l6%% came into effect, revoking Order A~1646 
and removing all governmental restrictions on the proauc tion, importation and sale

farm machinery in the-country. Rationing of the principal items of farm equipment 

was, however, continuea. But notwithstanding the removal of specific government 

regulations, shortages of labour ana of sheet steel, castings and other materials 

were such as to prohibit any outstanding overall increase in the volume of produc- 
~"tion in 1945 over the preceding year. 


Regional Distribution of New Implement and Equipment Sales 


35 Although all regions of the country recorded increased sales in 1445 over 

the preceding year, the extent of the increase varied over & considerable range. 
The highest percentage increase was recorded in the Maritime Provinces where sales 
amounting to $2,619,974 in 1945 were 35.5 per cent higher than in 144. Gains of 
22.4 per cent-and 1%,.6 per cent were recorded for Saskatchewan and Quebec respective- 
ly while smaller increases ranging down to 8.% per cent for Manitoba were reported 
for the other provinces. The provincial distribution of sales in 1944 and 1445 

together with the percentage increase between the two years for the various provinces 

are shown in the following table.

Regional Distribution of Repair Parts Sales 


Sales of repair parts as reported by Canadian manufacturers and importers 
and based largely on wholesale values amounted to $18,651,843 in 1945, a figure 
which exceeded by %.2 per cent the corresponding amount for 1445 Almost three= 

- quarters of the total expenditure on repair parts was made by residents of the 
Prairie Provinces; Ontario accounted for 27.1 per cent while the remainder Was — 
spread over Quebec, the Maritime Provinces and British Columbia. saree of repair 

parts in British Columbia for 1345 were reported as 270% per cent lower than in 
the preceding year while all other regions reported gains ranging from 5.1 per cent 
for Quebec to 13.2 per cent for the Maritime Provinces. Sales figures fox repair

Planting, Seeding ana Fertilizing Machinery. 

Sales of the planting, seeuing and fertilizing machinery group as a whole in- 
creased 56.0 per cent in value from $2,154,A] in 1644 to $2,303,364 in 145. Most 
of this increase can be attributed to the marked gain in sales of grain drills of the 
plain type which increased from 35,024 units sold for #734,854 in 1$44 to 5,513 units 
sold for 91,518,685 in 145. Four wheel manure spreaders = horse or tractor drawn - 
also registered a major gain, the number increasing by 26.1 per cent from 4,672 in 
1A4 to 5,852 in 145 while the corresponding value moved upward by 22.8 per cent from 
$786,170 to 9%65,042. Other classes of equipment reporting increases are corn plante 
combination grain and fertilizer sowers, fertilizer and lime sowers and two wheel manu 
Spreaders, Potato planters, transplanters, beet and bean drills and grain drilis of — 
the press type recorded lower sales in 1$45 than in 1444, 


Plows. 


) Plow sales were valued at 94,027,281. for 1445, up 18.4 per cent over the 
$5,401,25: recorded for the preceding year. An outstanding feature of the plow seco 
tion and a factor contributing in large measure to the overall gain in plow sales was 
the marked expansion in tractor mounted mouldboard plows whose sales increased from 

1,06¥ units sold for $151,$352 in 144 to 4,218 units sold for $511,334 in 1%45. One= 
Way discs is another importans classification wnich recorded a major increase from le 
6,155 units sold for $1,998,470 in 144 to 8,085 units sold for $2,459,285 in 145 
Increased sales were also recorded for both one and two furrow walking plows and for 
two furrow tractor drawn mouldboard plows. On the other hand there were fewer of th 
large types of tractor drawn mouldboard plows sold in 1%5 than in 1444. Decreased 


sales were also recordea for the more minor types such as sulky plows riding gang 
plows, disc plows and breaker plows. :

Tilling, Cultivating and Weeding Machinery. 


Increased sales were general for the tilling, cultivating and weeding 
machinery group, every one of the seventeen individual categories for which figures 
are available showing an increase in number of units sold in 1$45 compared with the 
previous year. Dollar sales for the group as a whole totalled 32,916,469 in 1$45, 
up 36.8 per cent-over the $2,131,578. recorded for 1$44. 


Approximately one-third of the total dollar volume of sales for this group 
represents field cultivators. There were 1,0%% horse drawn field cultivators sold 
in 1$45 compared with 5% in 144. ‘Tractor urawn cultivator sales numbered 3,492 
in 1645, only slightly above the 3,225 units sold in 144. A major gain was re- 
corded for sales of tractor mounted field cultivators which increasea by 82.1 per 
cent in number from 1,4%4 in 1:44 to ¢,7c0 in 1045. 


In the corn cultivator category there were 1,106 horse arawn units sold 
in 1645 or 351.5 per cent more than in 144. A much larger gain was reported for 
corn cultivators of the tractor mounted type whose sales increased from 1,652 
implements sola for $200,358 in 1$44 to 3,4% implements sold for $50%,5A. in 
1645. Other categories within this major group which reported substantial increases 
include drag harrows, soil pulverizers and packers, ana scufflers. 


Haying Machinery. 


Marked gains. in.1945 over 144 were recorded for most categories in the 
haying machinery class, dollar sales for the group as a whole increasing by 45.7 , 
per cent from $1,624,688. to }2,452,452, The gain for horse drawn mowers, the most 
important individual class of implement in point of value of dollar volume of 
business in the group, exceeded by a considerable margin the percentage increase 
in sales for the group as a whole. There were 11,218 horse arawn mowers sold for 
$7,089,49 in 145, up 65.0 per cent in number and 66.4 per cent in dollar volume 
over the 6,800 mowers of a similar type which sola for y654,645. in 1944. Dump 


‘rake sales increased 72.1 per cent in number from 4,986 in 1044 to 8,582 in 1%45 


while in the same interval hay loader sales increased by 11.7 per cent from 2,583 
40° 2,886. 


Harvesting Machinery. 


Dollar sales for the harvesting machinery group aggregated $13,087,160 in 
1645, up 37.1 per cent over the $9,548,212 reported for the preceding year 
Combines and grain binders form the most important classes of farm equipment with=- 
in this major group. There were 6,858 new combines sold in Canada in 1645. com= — 
pared with 5,355 in 14. ‘The 6,858 combines sold in 1%45 incluaed 2,181 units with 
cutting bar of 6 feet or unuer while the remaining 4,057 were of larger eine, “Or 
the six feet or under class, 1,445 or approximately two-thiras were of the power 
take-off type while 756 or about one-third were engine Griven. About 635 per cent of 
these smaller tractors were sola in the Preirie Provinces while tne remaining 57 per 
cent were sold in the remainaer of Canada. On the other hana, the 4,057 larger 
machines of 6 feet or over were sold almost entirely in the Prairie Provinces, only 
78 units of this type being delivered elsewhere. The 4,007 large machines included 
1,887 units of the self propelled type, 1,910 engine driven machines and 800 power 
take-off units. Corresponding figures for 1%44 show 1,318 self propelled, 1,465 
engine driven and 757 power take-off machines sold. 


There were 5,957 grain binuers of the ground drive type sold in Canada in 
145, a gain of 64.3 per cent in numter over the 3,614 binders of a similar type

sold in 144. In addition there were 780 grain binaers of the power take-off type — 
sola in the year under review compared with 43835 in the preceding year. 


swathers or windrowers form another important classification in the har= 
vesting machinery group. There were 2,145 machines of this type sold in 1$45 or 
almost aouble the 1,U%35 machines sold in the previous year. Increased sales 
compared with 1$44.were. also reported for corn binders, corn pickers, forage crop 
or ensilage harvesters and potato diggers. 


hiachines for Preparing Crops fcr Market or Use. 


Sales for a group of farm equipment used primarily for preparing crops for 
market or use totalled ¥$2,751,00% in 1445, up 18.3 per cent over the $2,324,838 
recorded for the same group in the preceding year. Threshers, grain grinders and 
Grain ioaders and elevators form the most important classes of equipment within 
the group but enailage cutters, fanning mills and hammermills are also of 
considerable importance. In the thresher classification there were 525 machines 
with feeder and blower attachments sold in Canada in 1945, down slightly from the 
945 machines of a similar nature sold in 144. There were also 468 smaller threshers 
sold in 1%45 compared with 273 in the preceding year. There were 5,016 grain 
loaders and elevators sold in 1645, up 47.5 per cent over the 5,400 units sold in 
144, 


Tractors and Engines. 


Sales for the tractors and engines group as a whole declined in 1$45 from 
1&44, the dollar volume of sales for the more recent year standing at $20,265,673 «— 
or &e7 per cent below the level of' the earlier period. Tractor sales are now y 

available in much greater detail than that shown in earlier reports. All tractors 

are first classified as wheel tractors, track type tractors (for farm use) and 
garaen tractors. The wheel tractors are subdivided as between standard and general | 


Purpose or row crop machines ana each of these categories is further broken down 
according to size.

There were-18,061 wheel tractors sold in Canada in 1845 of which 10,575 
were of the standard type while 7,486 were ot’ the general purpose type. Correspond- 
ing figures for 1444 show 20,661 wheel tractors sola incluaing 11,446 standard and 
8,715 general purpose machines. Declines from 1844 were general for most of the 
size categories within these two main subdivisions but there were three instances 
in which gains were recorded, ‘lwo plow standard tractors increased from 1,897 
machines sold for 1,122,155 in 1444 to 2,00 machines sola for e2,111,051 in 1%45. f 
In the general purpose class increases vere recoraed for both the smallest and the 
largest size subdivisions while sales for the two intermediary size classifications — 
registered declines below 1444 levels. There were 1,775 one plow general purpose 
machines sold for $1,109,621 in 1%45 compared with 741 machines which sold for ’ 
¥901,652 in 144. Sales of 3-4 plow or larger machines numbered 1,758 in 145 


and were valued at v1;998,029, up &.8 per cent in number and 17.7 per cent in value 
compared with the preceding year.

Although the number of garden tractors sold in the country is not large, 
the year 1:45 witnessed a considerable expansion in this field. There were 615 


gardaen tractors sola fer $182,664 in 1945 compared with y '

Dairy Machinery and Equipment. 


Sales of dairy machinery and equipment were valued at $4,25%,461 in 145 
or 22.8 per cent higher than the #3,46%,722 recorded for 1$44. Included in this 
major category are 8,507 milking machines (complete equipment less pail units) which 
sold for $866,°75, up 58.4 per cent in number and 51.5 per cent in dollar volume 
compared. with the preceding year. There were 17,237 milker pail units which sold 
for 91,155,204 in 1$45, up 42.4 per cent in number and 34.2 per cent in value 
compared with 1044. Cream separators form the other important subdivision in this 
group. There were 20,504 cream separators of 300 pounds capacity or over sold in 
Canada in 1945, practically unchanged from the 20,201 separators which were sold 
in 1944. <A mocerate increase was recorded in the number of smaller machines sold; 
5,404 separators of 500 pounds capacity or less were sold in 1:45,up &.7 per cent 
over the 5,010 units sold in the previous year. 


Other Types of Equipment. 


Other major categories of equipment for which figures are shown and which 
are subdivided in considerable detail in the tables are spraying and dusting 
equipment whose sales totalled $560,440 for 1%45, farm wagons, trucks and sleighs 
With sales of $788,296, domestic water systems and pumps with sales of 33,005,007 
barn equipment sales of 31,252,871 poultry equipment sales of $353,511 and 
miscellaneous farm equipment with sales of #2,055,%31. 


Attachments. 


Sales of attachments, when sola separately from the implements and equip- 
ment for which they were required, amounted to an additional $5,278,520. 


Sales by Types of Equipment in the Prairie Provinces 


Table 4 presents an analysis of farm implement and equipment sales for 
the Prairie Provinces alone for 144 and 145 similar to that given in Table 5 for 
the country as a whole. In some instances it has been necessary to reduce the 
number of classifications for which figures are shown in view of the reduced 
“numbers of firms reporting. 


Only a brief summary of the general results for the Prairie Provinces is 
given here and the reader is referred to Table 4 for details regarding the volume 
of business transacted in individual categories. The overall gain in sales between 
1944 and 145 at 15.8 per cent for the Prairie Provinces was quite similar to the 
16.5 per cent increase recorded for Canada as a whole. Increases for the Prairie 
Provinces were also markedly similar to the Dominion averages for some of the 
broad types of equipment into wnich the trace has been divided. the uollar value 
of plow sales averaged 18.4 per cent higher in 1%45 than in 1:44 in the Prairie 
Provinces compared with the country average of 18.5 per cent; tne increase for 
harvesting machinery was also similar at approximately 57 per cent both for 
Canada and the Prairie Provinces. Tractor sales in the Prairie Provinces averaged 
7.1 per cent lower in 15 than in 1944 compared with a general average aecline 
of %.7 per cent. The Prairie Province increase in dollar sales for the haying 
machinery group at 74.0 per cent exceeded by a considerable margin the 49.7 per 
cent gain recorded in the Dominion totals, a result which can be attributed in ~ 
large measure to the greater than average expansion in the sale of hay loaders and 
both dump ana side delivery rakes in the Prairie Provinces. On the other hand 


the Prairie Province increase for the tilling, cultivating ana weeaing machinery 
derably below the Dominion average gain of 56.8

per cent. This is due in consiaerable measure to the reduced sales of tractor 


ski wee 


drawn field cultivators in the Prairie Provinces, a class of implement of much 
lesser importance in other parts of the country. 


Comparison: of the detailed statistics as shown in Tables 3 and 4 reveals 
the importance of the Prairie market for certain types of farm equipment. All the 
256 grain drills of the press type sold in 1445 went to this region as did also 
the 236 rod weeders sold. Practically all the soil pulverizers and packers, grain 
loaders and elevators, stock tank heaters, hay stackers, hay sweeps, swathers or 
windrowers and one-way discs were sold in the same territory. Other classes of 
equipment for which the Prairie Provinces secured $ per:cent or more of the total 
units sold in 1$5 incluced riding gang plows, four furrow or larger tractor arawn 
plows, six foot combines or larger and standard wheel tractors of the largest sizes.

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— General Summary 


Dollar sales of farm implements and equipment in Canada registered a marked 
increase in 1944 over 1943 according to results of the annual survey of this trade 


made by the Merchandising and Services Branch of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 


Domestic sales of implements and equipment, mainly at wholesale prices to dealers or 
agents, totalled $54,616,657 in 1944, up 84.7 per cent over the $29,562,493 recorded 
for 1943 and a somewhat higher figure than the $52,106,069 and $50,461,523 reported 
for 1941 and 1942 respectively. These figures relate to the sale of new equipment 
and machinery only and do not include the sale of parts, binder twine or motor trucks. 
fhe figures are based on reports received from manufacturers and from mail-order 
houses and other distributors of imported machinery and, as already stated, they are 
chiefly on a wholesale price basis. Most of the statements on which this report is 


based relate to the calendar year 1944 or to a fiscal year ending on October 31 or 


¢ 


November 30, 1944. Supplementary information regarding average mark-up percentages 
as reported by the various firms indicate that the total sales figure quoted for 
1944 should be increased by 18.3 per cent to bring it to a retail basis. It would, 
therefore, appear that Canadian farmers spent approximately $64,600,000 for new 
equipment and machinery in 1944. 


Information relating to the sale of repair parts was collected in connec-~ 
tion with this annual survey for the first time for 1944. Sales thus reported, again 
chiefly at wholesale prices, totalled $18,186,701. On applying an average mark-up 
of 31 per cent as reported by the various firms to this total, a total retail value 
for repair parts amounting to $23,825,000 is obtained. 


The marked increase of 84.7 per cent in the wholesale value of new machin- 
ery and equipment sold in 1944 compared with 1943 may be attributed in part to the

record farm cash income in the year under review and in part to increased production © 
and import quotas. More than 70 per cent of the actual increase in dollar volume was 
accounted for by increases in the sales of two items, namely, combines and tractors, 
Furthermore, the $54,616,657 dollar volume of sales in 1944 compared with $52,106,069 
for 1941 should not be taken to mean that the numbers of the various types of farm - 
equipment sold in.1944 were generally on a par or greater than in the earlier period. 
The reverse was generally the case, But hayloaders, combines, swathers, stationary 
engines and milking machines constitute five important implement or equipment classes 
in which the number of units sold in 1944 did exceed the corresponding figures for 
1941. 


Regional Distribution

All regions of the country for which separate figures are compiled recorded 
marked increases in farm implement and equipment sales in 1944 compared with 1943 but 
the increases in Manitoba and Saskatchewan exceeded by a considerable margin those 
reported for other provinces. The Provincial distribution of sales together with the 
percentage increase between the two years for the various provinces is shown in the — 
following table. of

Sales by Types 


Sales of the planting and seeding machinery group increased 40.0 per cent 
in dollar value between 1943 and 1944, all types for which separate figures are avail: 
able excepting only press drills contributing to the increase. Regular type drills’ 
and manure spreaders form the two most important classifications within this major — 
group. Of regular type drills there were 4,065 sold for $960,817 in 1944, up 41 per 
cent in number and 32 per cent in value compared with the preceding vane There were 
5,267 manure spreaders sold for $862,473 in 1944, the increases in this instance over 
1943 amounting to 96 per cent in number of units and 100 per cent in dollar volume. | 


Sales in the tillege machinery group were valued at P 
12 per cent compared with the preceding es Cultivator and verre oaite ranma 
siderably higher in 1944 than in 1943, whereas, with the exception of tractor-drawn 
mouldboard plows, plow sales were generally lower than in the earlier period. There 
were 7,580 single furrow walking plows sold in 1944, down 4 per cent ca ine 7,668 
units sold in 1945. Tiller combine sales declined by 6 per cent from 6,482 units in 


a ev 


1943 to 6,093 in 1944. On the other hand, tractor-drawn mouldboard plow sales nume 
_bered 8, 372 in 1944, a gain of 45 per cent over the number sold in the preceding year. 


. Marked increases in sales between 1943 and 1944 were general in the haying 
‘machinery group, dollar sales for the group as a whole amounting to $1,838,770 for 
1944, up almost 67 per cent over the dollar volume for the earlier period, Included 
in these totals are 7,591 mowers which sold for $767,254 in 1944, up 54 per cent in 
number and 49 per cent in value over 1943. Hay loader sales increased by 86 per cent 
in number from 1,387 in 1943 to 2,583 in 1944, The increase for dump rakes was even 
greater. There were 4,971 dump rakes sold for $272,248 in 1944, up 126 per cent in 
number and 127 per cent in value compared with the corresponding figures for the pre- 
vious year. 


| ‘Sales for the harvesting machinery group totalled $10,269,442 in 1944, up 
14 per cent over the $4,788,962 recorded for 1943. Contributing largely to this 
major increase were combine sales of 5,333 units for $7,578,723 in 1944, up 113 per 
cent in number and 132 per cent in value compared with the preceding year, Swather 
sales increased in number from 245 in 1943 to 1,093 in 1944. Grain binders also re- 
corded major increases. There were 4,084 grain binders sold for $1,193,891 in the 
year under review, up 77 per cent in number and 75 per cent in value over the preceding 
twelve-month period. 


Tractor sales numbered 20,582 and were valued at $21,929,662 in 1944, these 
figures reflecting increases of 152 per cent in number and 16] per cent in value come 
pared with the 8,184 units which sold for $8,389,575 in 1943. Included in the figures 
- reported for 1944 by the various firms for this category were 423 tractors of the 
caterpillar (crawler) type which sold for $794,023 cumpared with 164 units which sold 
for $434,830 in the previous year. Sales of stationary engines also recorded a major 
increase, 8,991 units selling for $1,102,483 in 1944 compared with 4,442 units which 
‘sold for $515, 392 in 1943. 


In connection with this annual survey data are secured relating to the sale 
of a miscellaneous group of farm equipment and supplies. In the main, these figures 
are based upon the reports received from firms dealing alse in the heavier types of 
equipment although they do include reports from some other distributors known to be 
6ngaged in the sale of these items. The coverage of firms engaged in the sale of 
heavier equipment is known to be satisfactorily complete but the same completeness 

for distributors specializing in the sale of the smaller types of equipment cannot be 
guaranteed. For this reason the figures shown in this report for some items in the 
miscellaneous group may not cover the total domestic sales of these commodities. 


| Included in the miscellaneous group are cream separators whose sales for 1944 
-mumbered 27,540 and were valued at $1,734,751 compared with 17,638 units which sold for 

| $1,215,052 in the preceding year. A major increase in milking machine sales was also 
recorded, the value of such sales increasing by 46 per cent from $983,343 in 1943 to 
$1,440, O12 in 1944. Figures for other classes of equipment for which separate figures 
have been compiled are shown in the attached tables. 


Sales of Repair Parts = Regional Distribution

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SATES OF FARM IMPIRMENTS AND EQUIPMENT IN CANADA, 1946 
Introduction 


Annual reports on the sale of farm implements and equipment in 
Canada, based on returns submitted by Canadian manufacturers and by 
importers of foreign makes, have been compiled and published by the 
Bureau of Statistics since 1936, In collaboration with the Farm Equi p- 
ment Section of the Canadian Manufacturers’ Association and with off- 
icials of the Engineering Division of the Experimental Farms Service, 
the schedule used in connection with these annual surveys was revised 
in 1945, chiefly in the direction of adding greatly to the number of 
separate classes of farm implements and equipment for which sales fige 
ures are now available. A separate analysis of sales by class of 
equipment for the prairie Provinces only was another feature, introduced 
for the first time in the 1945 report. 


Comparative figures for the years 1945 and 1946, based on returns 
submitted by 270 firms including Canadian manufacturers and also ime 
porters of foreign makes, are given in this report, Each manufacturer 
was asked to report only sales of his own manufactures and sales of 
imported goods. Sales of any machines or equipment purchased from other 
Canadian suppliers were to be excluded. Manufacturers’ sales have been 
Supplemented by sales of firms which did not manufacture in Canada but 
which imported farm implements and equipment directly from other count- 
ries, Figures relate to sales made to Canadian customers only; export 
Sales hawe not been included. 


This report covers the sale of new farm machinery, equipment and 
accessories and shows separate figures for the sale of repair parts. 


Note; In some cases the 1945 figures shown in this report differ from 
those published in the 1945 report. This is due to revisions 
made by individual firms in their recent reports and in some 
cases to additional firms from which no returns were received 
for the 1945 survey. Figures for years dating back to 1936 are 
Contained in a special swamary entitied "Farm Implement and 
Equipment Sales in Canada, 1936-1943", This report may be 
obtained from the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa, 


Used machinery, binder twine and motor trucks were not included. Most 
of the statements on which this report was based relate to the calendar 
year 1946 or to the fiscal year ending October 51 or November 50, 1946. 
The value figures reported generally represent wholesale prices, but 

each respondent was asked to indicate the approximate mark-up required 

to bring the values to a retail basis. These data have been used in 
estimating the total cost to the farmer of new equipment purchased during 
the year under review. 


The revised schedule used for the first time in the 1945 survey 
was divided into 14 major purpose classifications of equipment and 
each of these major classes was sub-divided into more detailed typeS, 
making a total of some 170 individual classifications in all. Ina 
limited number of instances, it has been necessary to combine closely 
related types or to assign certain types to the miscellaneous cat- 
egory within each major class in order to avoid disclosing the sales 
of individual firms. In no instance are figures shown for fewer than 
three firms. 


General Summary 


Domestic sales of farm implements and equipment as reported by 
manufacturers and importers, mainly at wholesale prices to dealers 
or agents, amounted to $81,372,195 in 1946, an increase of 26.6 per 
cent over the revised figure of $64,293,216 for 1945. This was the 
highest volume of sales recorded since the inception of this series 
of annual reports in 1936. These figures relate to the sale of farm 
machinery and equipment only and do not include the sale of parts, 
binder twine, motor trucks or used equipment of any kind. Supple- 
mentary information relating to the average mark-up as reported by 
the various firms indicated that the total sales figure quoted above 
for 1946 should have been increased by approximately 20.5 per cent to 
bring it to a retail basis. It would appear, therefore, that Canadian 
farmers spent approximately $98,050,000 for new farm machinery and 
equipment in 1946. 


Separate figures on the sale of repair parts, also collected 
from manufacturers and importers, showed a total sales volume of 
$20,790,007 in 1946, up ll per cent from the $18,734,009 reported 
for the preceding year. Applying an average mark-up of 31.7 per 
cent to the 1946 value as reported, a total retail value of $27,380,439 
for repaéir parts sold in 1946 is obtained. 


Regional Distribution of New Implement and Equipment Sales 


All regions of the country recorded substantial increases in 
Sales of new farm machinery and equipment compared with 1945. The 
greatest increase was reported for British Columbia, sales in that 
province being 75.8 per cent higher in 1946 than in 1945. Quebec 
and the Maritime Provinces followed with gains of 44.6 per cent 
and 44.0 per cent respectively, while sales in Ontario were up 55.7 
per cent. Smaller increases were reported in the Prairie Provinces 
with Manitoba showing an increase of £200 per.cent, Alberta 20.5 
per cent and Saskatchewan 12.0 per cent. These provinces accounted 
for 56.1 per cent of all sales in Canada in 1946 compared with 60.6 
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per cent in 1945. Ontario accounted for almost £5 per cent, with the 

remainder spread over the other provinces. The provincial distribution 
of sales in 1945 and 1946 together with the percentage increase between 
the two years for the various provinces is shown in the following table.

Regional Distribution of Repair Parts Sales 


Sales of repair parts as reported by Canadian manufacturers and 
importers and based largely on wholesale values amounted to $20,790,007 
in 1946, a figure which exceeded by 11 per cent the corresponding amount 
for 1945. Sales of repair parts in British Columbia showed an increase 
of 34.6 per cent over 1945 when sales had dropped 27.9 per cent below 
the previous year. A marked increase of 31.5 per cent was also recorded 
in Quebec. Gains in the Prairie Provinces and Ontario ranged within the 
narrow limits of &.7 per cent and 10.7 per cent, while sales in the 
Maritime Provinces were 4.5 per cent higher than in the previous year. 


Of the total Canadian expenditure on repair parts, residents of 
the Prairie Provinces were responsible for 72.9 per cent; 16.6 per 
cent was made in Ontario, while the other provinces made up the remain- 
ing 10.5 per cent. Sales figures for repair parts for Canada and the 
provinces are shown in the following table for 1945 and 1946.

Planting, Seeding and Fertilizing Machinery. 

: Sales of the planting, seeding and fertilizing machinery group 
as a whole increased 23 per cent in value from $2,960,580 in 1945 to 
$5,641,350 in 1946. Almost 50 per cent of the sales of this group 
represented grain drills of the plain type of which there were 6,682 
units sold in 1946 for $1,770,856, an increase of 21.0 per cent in 
number and 33.0 per cent in value over 1945, Ali other Classes of 
implements in this group registered increases with the exception of 
four-wheel manure spreaders which dropped 25.3 per cent in number 
and 17.2 per cent in value from 5.851 units valued at $952,447 in 
1945 to 4,368 units which sold for $788,550 in 1946, 


Plows, 


Plow sales were valued at $5,486,834 for 1946, up 31.2 per 5 
cent over the 1945 total of $4,182,878, ‘The marked increase in ' 
number of tractor mounted mouldboard plows noted in the 1945 report 
continued into 1946 when sales of plows of this type increased 86.1 
per cent in number over 1945 and more than doubled in value. One- 
way disc plows, the most important type from the point of view of it 
dollar volume, were up from 8,084 at $2,530,161 in 1945 to 8,751 | 
at $2,995,367 in 1946, a gain of 8.6 per cent in number and 18,4 7 
per cent in value. The only types of plow of which there were fewer 
sold in 1946 than in 1945 were the riding gang and disc plows, 


Tilling, Cultivating and Weeding Machinery, 
es Bac inery 


An increase of 52.4 per cent in value of sales of tilling, 


he 


cultivating and weeding machinery was accounted for in large part 

by the increased sales of harrows of various types. A major gain 
also appeared in sales of tractor drawn field Bin bien ee which 
went up from 3,495 units valued at #547,033 in 1945 to 5. ,433 units 
valued at $917,273 in 1946, an increase of 55.5 Oo per. cent in number 
and 67.7 per cent in value, Other items in which major increases 
were recorded were rod weeders and hand operated wheeled cultivators 
and weeders, Sales of both two horse and tractor mounted com cult= 
ivators dropped considerably below the 1945 figure as did horse 
drawn field cultivators, A deerease was also registered in tractor 
mounted beet, bean and vegetable eultivators, All other classifi- 
cations under this major heading le substantially higher sales in 
1946 than in 1945, 


Haying Machinery. 


Marked gains in 1946 over 1945 were recorded for most cate- 
gories in the haying machinery group, dollar sales for the group as 
a whole increasing by 51.7 per cent from $2,444,274 to G5 ,708,525. 
Sales of horse drawn mowers, the most important individual class of 
implement in the group in point of value of dollar volume of busines 
were up only slightly in number from the exceptionally high figure for 
1945 when this type of implement showed an increase in number of sales 
of 65 per cent over 1944, There was a slight decline in number of 
dump rakes and hay stackers (overshot) sold in 1946 compared with the 
previous year. The larger types of mowers, hay loaders, tractor loaders 
and pick-up hay balers were among the types which registered increases 
exceeding that for the group as a whole. 


Harvesting Machinery. 
LST BITE R REED 


Dollar sales of harvesting machinery aggregated $15,165,186 in 
1946, an increase of 15.2 per cent over the $13,168,252 reported for 
the preceding year, Sales of combine reaper threshers accounted for 
about two-thirds of the dollar volume of this group. The total number 
of these machines sold declined from 1945 but the trend varied con- 
Siderably according to size and type of combine. The power take-off 
in both under and over six feet classes dropped considerably in number 
from 1945 as did the engine driven over six feet class. A 64.6% in- 
crease in the number of engine driven combines six feet and under was 
reported, while sales of self-propelled combines over six feet were 
up 6.2 per cent. The next most important type was grain binders and 
Sales of this implement showed a decided increase over 1945. All of 
the other types of harvesting machinery registered increased sales in 
1946 except. corn pickers of the pull type which dropped 11.2 per cent 
in number of units sold. 


Machines for Preparing Crops for Market or Use.

Sales for a group of farm equipment used primarily for prepar- 
ing crops for market or use totalled $3,790,195 in 1946, 29.4 per 
cent higher than the “2,929,695 reported for the same group for the 
preceding year. ‘Threshers, grain grinders and grain elevators and 
loaders formed the most important classes of equipment within the group 
but ensilase cutters, fanning miiis ance bammermills were also of con- 
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siderable importance. In the thresher classification there were 1,175 
tureshers with feeder and blower sola in 1946, more than double the 
number reported for 1945. There were also $75 smaller threshers sold 

in 1946 compared with 468 in the preceding year. Sales of grain loaders 
and elevators were up 12.5 per cent in number while sales of hammermills 
increased 84.7 per cent. Grain grinder sales dropped considerably from 
1945, there being 7,439 units in 1946 compared with 12,274 in 1945. In- 
creases were recorded for all other types in this major group except 
ensilage cutters and feed cutters. Declines in number of these machines 
sold amounted to 51.7 per cent and 59.8 per cent respectively. 


Tractors and Engines. 


Sales for the tractors and engines group as a whole in 1946 ex- 
ceeded the 1945 total by 18.6 per cent, the dollar volume for the more 
recent year stdnding at $24,914,049 compared with $20,976,822 for 1945. 
All tractors are first classified as wheel tractors, track type tractors 
(for farm use) and garden tractors. The wheel type tractors were sub- 
divided as between standard and general purpose or row crop machines 
and each of these categories was further broken down according to size. 


There were 21,626 wheel tractors sold in Canada in 1946 of which 
10,101 were of the standard type while 11,525 were of the general pur- 
pose type. Corresponding figures for 1945 showed 18,255 wheel tractors 
including 10,762 standard and 7,493 general purpose machines. Declines 
from 1945 were registered in all but three of the size categories within 
these two types of machines. One ~plough standard tractors increased from 
185 in 1945 to £93 in 1946, while in the larger than 3-4 plough group, 
sales numbered 1,875 as compared with 1,638 in 1945. In the general pur- 
pose group, an outstanding expansion in sales of 2 plough machines was 
recorded. Sales for this size increased from 2,248 valued at $1,569,144 
in 1945 to 7,418 in 1946 with @ value of $5,962,108. 


Continued expansion in the use of garden tractors was evidenced by 
the increase in number of machines sold. These numbered 2,167 in 1946 
compared with 649 in 1945. 


Deiry Machinery and Equipment. 


Sales of dairy machinery and equipment were valued at $5,968,434 
in 1946 or 357.5 per cent higher than the $4,348,224 recorded for 1945. 
Included in this category are 14,661 milking machines (complete equipment 
less pail units) which sold for $1,712,983, up 67.8 per cent in number 
and 85.9 per cent in dollar volume compered with the preceding year. 
Milker pail units sold in 1946 numbered 21,157, an increase of 22.7 per 
cent over 1945. Cream separators form the other important subdivision 
in this group. There were 27,168 separators of 300 pounds capacity or 
over sold for $2,014,937 in 1946, an increese of 20.0 per cent over 1945. 
Sales of the smaller type of cream separator more than doubled between 
the two years, increasing from 3,324 in 1945 to 6,712 in 1946. 


Other Types of Kquipment. 


Other major categories of equipment for which figures ere shown and 
which are subdivided in considerable detail in the tables are spraying and 
dusting machinery whose sales amounted to $749,405 for 1946, farm wagons, 
trucks and sleighs with sales of $1,608,007, domestic water systems 
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and pumps with sales of $3,933,685, barn equipment with sales of 
$1,412,421, poultry ferm equipment with sales of $747,523 and a mis- 
cellaneous group of farm equipment whose sales amounted to $3,067,895. 
Sales in all of these major groups, with the exception of barn equip- 
ment, showed increases over 1945 ranging upwards from 33 per cent. 


Attachnients. 


A separate classification wes provided on the schedule for report- 
ing the sales of attachments when sold separately from the implements and 
equipment for which they were required. Due to changes in accounting 
systems, it has been necessary to revise considerably the figure shown in 
last year's report for this item in order to provide a figure comparable 
to that which was available for 1946. Nor has it been possible for all 
firms to provide similar information for this item due to the manner in 
which their records are kept. Some firms included all attachments whether 
sold separately or as part of a new machine, other firms showed only those 
sold separately, while some were able to provide separate sales for only 
those attachments for which they sold no new machines in the year. Thus 
the figure shown here, probably underestimates the total value of attach- 
ments sold, but may serve as an indication of the trend in sales of 
attachments. 


Sales by Types of Equipment in the Prairie Provinces 


Table 5 presents sales of farm implements and equipment for each of 
the major groups for Canada and for the Prairie Provinces, showing the 
percentage changes and the proportions which sales in the Prairie Provinces 
form of the Dominion total. Table 5 presents the more detailed analysis of 
sales in the Prairie Provinces for 1945 and 1946 similar to that given in 
Table 4 for Canade as a whole. In some instances, it has been necessary to 
reduce the number of classifications for which figures are shown in view of 
the smaller number of firms reporting. 


Only a brief summary of the general results for the Prairie Provinces 
is given here and the reader is referred to Table 5 for details regarding 
the volume of business transacted in individual categories. The overall 
gain for the Prairie Provinces of 17.0 per cent was considerably lower than 
the £6.6 per cent increase recorded for the country as a whole. Increases 
for the individual groups were generally lower for the Prairie Provinces 
than for the Dominion. Greater increases were recorded in the Prairies, 
however, in the following major groups: planting, seeding and fertilizing 
machinery; tilling, cultivating and weeding machinery; haying mechinery; 
farm wagons, trucks and sleighs; and barn equipment. ; 


Comparison of the detailed statistics as shown in Tables 4 and 5 re~ 
veals the importance of the Prairie market for certain types of farm equip 
ment. All the 386 grain drills of the press type sold in 1946 went to this 
region. Practically all the rod weeders, hay stackers, swathers or wind- 
rowers, and larger combines were sold in the same territory. Other classes 
of equipment for which the Prairie Provinces accounted for @ high proportion 
of the total units sold in 1946 include one-way disc plows, disc harrows » 
land rollers, grain binders of the power take-off type, fanning mills, gréin 
loaders and elevators and wheel tractors of the largest sizes.

INTRODUCTION 


Annual reports on the sales of farm implements and equipment in Can- 
ada, based on returns submitted by Canadian manufacturers and importers 
of foreign makes, have been compiled and published by the Bureau of Statis- 
tics since 1936, In 1945, the report was revised by adding to the number 
of separate classes of farm equipment for which sales figures were presen- 
ted and by providing separate figures by class of equipment for the Prairie 
Provinces only. 


For the purposes of this report, farm equipment is divided into 14 
major purpose classifications. Each of these is further sub-divided, mak- 
ing a total of 170 individual classifications in all. In some instances, 
however, it has been necessary to combine Closely related types or to ase 
Sign certain types to the miscellaneous category within each major type 
in order to avoid disclosing operations of individual firms, In no inst- 
ance are figures shown for fewer than three firms. 


Some 300 manufacturers and importers reported sales for the year 
1947. Each manufacturer was asked to report only sales of his own man- 
ufacture and sales of equipment which he imported. Sales of any machines 
or equipment purchased from other Canadian suppliers were to be excluded. 
Manufacturers' sales have been supplemented by sales of firms which import- 
ed machinery directly from other countries. Figures contained in this re- 
port relate to sales made to Canadian customers only; export sales have 
been excluded. 


The present report covers the sales of new farm machinery, equipment 
and accessories, and shows separate figures for the sales of repair parts. 
Used machinery, binder twine and motor trucks were not included. Most of

Note: In some cases, the 1946 figures shown in this report differ from 
those published in the 1946 report. This is due to revisions made 
by individual firms in their recent reports and, in some cases, to 
the addition of firms which did not submit reports for the 1946 

Figures for years dating back to 1956 are contained in a 
special summary entitled "Farm Implement and Equipment Sales in

the statements on which this report was based relate to the calendar year 
1947 or to the fiscal year ending October 31 or November 30, 1947. The 
value figures reported generally represent wholesale prices, but each rese 
pondent was asked to indicate the approximate mark-up required to bring 
the values to a retail basis. These data have been used in estimating the 
total cost to the farmer of new equipment purchased during the year under 
réview. 


GENERAL SUMMARY 


Domestic sales of new farm implements and machinery, mainly at whole- 
sale prices, amounted to $120,649,087 in 1947, an increase of 48% over the 
revised estimate of $81,698,185 for 1946. These figures do not include re- 
pair parts, for which separate figures are shown, nor sales of binder twine, 
motor trucks, or used equipment of any kind. 


Supplementary figures giving the average mark-up as shown by the re- 
porting firms indicated that the sales figure quoted above at wholesale 
prices should be increased by 21.5% to bring it to a retail value. The es- 
timated amount spent by farmers on new farm implements and machinery, there- 
fore, for the year 1947 was approximately $146,589,000. 


Sales of repair parts (at wholesale prices) in 1947 amounted to $22,- 
680,134, an increase of 10% over the $20,827,005 reported for the year 1946, 
Applying an average mark-up of 31.3% to bring this figure to retail prices, 
it would appear that Canadian farmers spent approximately 430,041,600 on 
repair parts in 1947. 


REGIONAL DISTRIBUTION OF SALES OF NEW IMPLEMENTS AND EQUIPMENT 


On a regional basis, the Prairie Provinces, accounting for 61.1% of 
all Canadian sales compared with 56.1% in 1946 and 60.6% in 1945, register- 
ed much larger increases over 1946 than the other provinces. Dollar value 
of sales in Manitoba was up 53% compared with 1946, in Saskatchewan, 62%, 
and in Alberta, 64%. An increase of 37% in sales was recorded for Ontario, 
of 26% for Quebec and British Columbia, and of 14% for the Maritime Prov- 
inces, . 


Of the total sales (at wholesale prices) of $120,649,687, 27% 
was accounted for by Saskatchewan, 23% by Ontario, 21% by Alberta and 13% 
by Manitoba. Quebec sales were 9% of the total, while the Maritime Prove 
pais and British Columbia were responsible for only 4% and 3% respect= 
vely. 


REGIONAL DISTRIBUTION OF REPAIR PARTS SALES 


| Of the total sales of repair parts of $22,880,134, 71.3% was made 
in the Prairie Provinces compared with 72.9% in 1946. Eighteen per cent 
of the Canadian sales of repair parts was made in Ontario, while the re- 


maining 11% was accounted for by Quebec (6.5%), the Maritimes (2.4%), 
and British Columbia (1.8%).

Compared with 1946, the greatest increase in dollar sales of repair 
parts occurred in British Columbia and amounted to 32%. Repair parts 
sales were up 19% in Ontario and 14% in Manitoba, with increases in 


the other provinces ranging between 5% and 10%.

Of the total Canadian sales of $120,649,687, $41,522,956 or 
34% were tractors and engines, while sales of harvesting machinery 
made up 19% of the total. The next important classification from the 


point of view of volume of sales was ploughs which accounted for 7% of 
all sales. 


Increases ranging upward from 30% were recorded for all but 
three of the major types of implement classifications. A drop of 17,0 from 
1946 was recorded in sales of dairy machinery and equipment, while sales 
of poultry farm equipment. were 5, below 1946. On the other hand, sales of 
farm wagons, trucks and sleighs more than doubled between the two years, 
while an increase of 66, was recorded in sales of tractors and engines. The 
harvesting machinery group followed with a gain of 48%, with ploughs and 
haying machinery both 41% above 1946. 


Table 3 presents sales of farm implements and equipment for each of 
the major groups for Canada and for the Prairie Provinces, showing the per-= 
centage changes and the proportions which sales in the Prairie Provinces 
form of the Dominion total. Table 4 presents detailed figures for each 
classification for Canada. Similar figures for the Prairie Provinces only 
are given in Table 5, but here it has been necessary to reduce the number 


of classifications for which fisures are shown in view of the smaller number 
of firms reporting. 


Planting, Seeding and Fertilizing Machinery 


Sales of the planting, seeding and fertilizing machinery group as 
a whole increased 57% in value from $3,645,721 in 1946 to $5,003,950 in 
1947. The most important individual class of implement in this group from 
point of view of volume of sales was grain drills of the plain type which 
showed a slight drop in number of units, from 5,737 in 1946 to 5,701 in 1947, 
and an increase of 23% in value. Sales of grain drills of the press type 
more than doubled in number between the two years. Sales of manure spreaders, 
the other important class of implement in this group, showed an increase of 
ed in number of four wheel manure spreaders, and of 83% in number of units 
of the two wheel type. Horse or tractor drawn corn planters, potato planters, 
and beet_and bean drills showed a drop in number of units from 1946.

; Despite sizeable Gecreases in certain classes of tilling, cultivating 2 
and weeding machines, an increase of 35; was shown in 1947 sales over 1946. 
There were rewer horse drawn disc harrows, corn cultivators, tractor mounted — 
field cultivators, scutflers and hand operated wheeled cultivators and weeders 
sold in 1947 than in 1946, but all other types of cultivating and weeding 


machines Showed increased sales. Sales of weeders of various kinds were four 
times greater in 1947 than in 1946. 


Haying Machinery 


Side delivery rakes, tractor loaders and pick-up hay balers were 
largely responsible for the increase of 41% in dollar sales of the hay= 
ing machinery group as a whole. These three types of machines more than 
doubled in number of units sold between the years 1946 and 1947. ‘Tractor 
drawn and tractor mounted mowers and dump rakes also showed increased 
sales, but declines in number of units sold were reported for all other 
classifications in this group. 


Harvesting Machinery 


Marked gains were reported in numbers of combines, swathers or 
windrowers, corn pickers and forage crop and ensilage harvesters over 1946, 
In the grain binder and corn binder classes, there was a drop in number of 
ground drive type with large increases in power take-off binders. The number 
of units of potato diggers (traction) declined while the power take-off type 
increased. 


Machines for Preparing Crops for Market or Use 


From point of view of value, threshers were the most important indivi- 
dual type of machines in this category. Threshers (with feeder and blower) 
increased 42% in number of units, from 1,141 in 1946 to 1,614 in 1947, More 
than double the number of ensilage or forage crop blowers or elevators, en-=- 
Silage cutters, feed cutters and hand corn shellers were sold in 1947 than in 
the previous year, while a major increase was also reported for fanning mills. 
However, there ware declines in several classes, namely, grain grinders, rol- 
lers or crushers, pulpers, feed mixers, potato sorters and power-operated corn 
shellers. 


Tractors and Engines 

Increases in sales were common to all sizes of standard and row crop 
wheel tractors but were more pronounced in the larger sizes than in the smal- 
ler types. Garden tractor sales were 77% above the 1946 figure. Major in- 
creases were also reported in the number of stationary engines Sold by farm 
implement firms. 


Dairy Machinery and Equipment

Farm milx coolers was the only class in this group for which 1947 
Sales exceeded those for 1346. Sales of the two most important types of Gairy 
equipment, milking machines and cream Separators, dropped considerably from 
the 1946 level. 


Other Types of Equipment. 


The only other major group to register a drop in sales between 1346 
and 1347 was poultry farm equipment and here the decline was due to Rone Te=. 
erably fewer sales of incubators which offset fairly substantial increases in 
Sales of brooders and other poultry farm equipment.

Other Types of Equipment (Cont'd. ) 


Value of farm wagons, trucks and sleighs sold by farm equip- 
ment firms in 1947 was more than double the value in 1946. The ex- 
ceptional increase in rubber tired gears or trailers sold was entirely 
responsible for the large increase in the group as a whole, sales of 
both wagon gears and farm trucks being considerably lower than in 1946. 


In the category domestic water systems and pumps, increases 
occurred in hand wheel pumps and domestic water systems except of the 
jet type where the number dropped by one third from 1946. Sales of 
windmills also declined by 14% from the previous year. 


All classes of barn equipment registered increased sales except 
stock watering cups and bowls which dropped 14% in number of sales. 


411 items in the miscellaneous group showed smaller sales in 
1947 than in 1946 except the non=-specified items which more than doubled. 


Attachments 


Sales of attachments in 1947 amounted to $6,459,330. This rep- 
resents all attachments whether sold separately or as part of a new 
machine and is not comparable with the amount shown for 1946 as, in that 
year, some firms were not able to show their total sales of attachments 
separately from sales of machines. While it is not possible to give 
strictly comparable figures for 1946, it is estimated that 1947 sales of 
attachments were approximately 50% higher than in 1946. — 


SALES IN THE PRAIRIE PROVINCES 


The gain in volume of sales between 1946 and 1947 for the Prairie 
Provinces considerably exceeded that for Canada as a whole. Sales in 
the Prairies were 6l% above 1946, while for Canada, the increase amounted 
to 48%, 


Of the total sales of harvesting machinery in Canada, 87% was 
accounted for by the Prairie Provinces, which were also responsible for 
65% of all tractor sales and 76% of plough sales. Sales in all of these 
groups showed substantially larger increases over 1946 in the Prairie 
Provinces than in the rest of Canada, 


The reader is referred to Table 5 for details regarding the number

FARM IMPLEMENT AND EQUIPMENT SALES 
IN CANADA, 1948 


INTRODUCTION 


Amual reports on the sales of farm implements and equipment in 
Canada, based on returns submitted by Canadian manufacturers and import- 
ers of foreign makes, have been compiled and published by the Bureau of 
Statistics since 1936, In 1945, the report was revised by adding to 
the number of separate classes of farm equipment for which sales figures 
were presented and by providing separate figures by class of equipment 
for the Prairie Provinces only, 


For the purposes of this report, farm equipment is divided into 14 
major purpose classifications, Each of these is further subdivided, 
making a total of 170 individual classifications in all. In some ine 
stances, however, it has been necessary to combine closely related types 
or to assign certain types to the miscellaneous category within each 
major type in order to avoid disclosing operations of individual firms. 
in no instance are figures shown for fewer than three firms. 


Some 340 manufacturers and importers reported sales for the year 

1948, Each manufacturer was asked to report only sales of his own manu= 
facture and sales of equipment which he imported. Sales of any machines 
or equipment purchased from other Canadian suppliers were to be excluded, 
Manufacturers’ sales have been supplemented by sales of firms which 
imported machinery directly from other countries, Figures contained in 
this report relste to sales made to Canadian customers only; export sales 
have been excluded, 


The present report covers the sales of new farm machinery, equip= 
ment and accessories, and shows separate figures for the sales of repair 
parts, .Used machinery, binder twine, and motor trucks were not included. 
Most of the statements on which this report was based relate to the 
calendar year 1948 or to the fiscal year ending October 41 or November 
30, 1948, The value figures reported generally represent wholesale 
prices, but each respondent was asked to indicate the approximate mark-up 
required to bring the values to a retail basis, These data have been 
used in estimating the total cost to the farmer of new squipment purchased 
during the year umer review.

Note: In some cases, the 1947 figures shown in this report differ from 
those published in the 1947 report, This is due to revisions made 
by individual firms in their recent reports and, in some cases, to 
the addition of firms which did not submit reports for the 1947 
survey, Figures for years dating back to 1936 are contained in a 
special summary entitled “Farm Inplement and Equipment Sales in.

GENERAL SUMMARY 


Sales of new farm machinery and equipment continued to advance 
at a substantial rate in 1948 when the volume of sales, mainly at whole= 
sale prices, amounted to $170,666,070, an increase of 39% over the 
revised 1947 figure of $122,394,742,. These amounts do not include repair 
parts (for which separate figures are shown), sales of binder twine, 
motor trucks, or used equipment, 


Supplementary figures, giving an average mark-up of 20.1% as 
being required to bring these figures to a retail basis, indicate that 
Canadian farmers spent approximately $204,000,000 cn new implements and 
machinery in 1948, 


Sales of repair parts in 1948 (again mainly at wholesale prices) 
amounted to $26,996,844, 16% above the 1947 sales of $23,276,162, Applying 
an average mark-up of 31.6%, the estimated retail sales of new repair 
parts in 1948 was $35,000,000, 


REGIONAL DISTRIBUTION OF SALES OF NEW IMPLEMENTS AND EQUIPMENT 


The Prairie Provinces accounted for 62.5% of the total Canadian 
sales of farm implements in 1948 compared with 61.2% in 1947 and 56.3% in 
1946, Sales in Ontario comprised 23% of the total sales while Quebec was 
responsible for 9%, and 3% went to the Maritime Provinces and 3% to 
British Columbia, 


All regions registered substantial increases over 1947, with 
gains in the Prairie Provinces slightly larger than in the other regions, 
Sales in Manitoba were 50% in excess of those for 1947, and in Alberta 
there was an increase of 42%, Increases in Saskatchewan, British Columbia 
and Ontario ranged between 37% and 39% while slightly smaller increases of 
31% and 27% were reported for Quebec and the Maritime Provinces respectively.

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REGIONAL DISTRIBUTION OF SALES OF REPAIR PARTS 
Regional distribution of sales of repair parts remained prace 
tically unchanged from last year with the Prairie Provinces accounting 
for 70.5%; Ontario, 18.5%; Quebec, 6,8%; and the Maritimes and British 
Columbia,,2.4% and 1.8% respectively. 
Little variation in per cent increases in the various regions 
was indicated, Sales of repair parts in Quebec were 22% higher than in 
1947 ard in Alberta there was a gain of 20%, The Maritime Provinces, 
Ontario, and British Columbia recorded increases of 16% and 15%, while 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan sales of repair parts were 12% in excess of the 
1947 volume,

SALES BY TYPE OF BQUIPMENT 


The largest part of the total volume of sales, or 37%, was made 
up of sales of tractors and engines which amounted to $63,065,437. Harvest= 
ing machinery, comprising 21%of total sales of farm machinery, was the next 
largest group, while sales of ploughs made up 1% of the total. 


Largest increases over1947, ranging from 46% to 64%, were reported 
for ploughs; tilling, cultivating, and weeding machinery; haying machinery; 
harvesting machinery; and tractors and engines. Sales of farm wagons, 
trucks, and sleighs were 5% lower than the volume reported for 1947, while 

| dairy machinery and equipment sales were 14% lower and poultry farm equip= 
ment 534% lower in 1948 than in the previous year. 


| Table 3 presents sales of farm implements and equipment for each 
of the major groups for Caneda and for the Prairie Provinces, showing the 
percentage changes and the proportions which sales in the Prairie Provinces 
formed of the Dominion total. Table 4 presents detailed figures for each 


classification for Canada, Similar figures for the Prairie Provinces 
only are given in Table 5, but here it has been necessary to reduce 
the number of classifications for which figures are shown in view of 
the smaller number of firms reporting. 


Planting, Seeding, and Fertilizing Machinery 


Dollar sales of planting, seeding, and fertilizing machinery 
in 1948 amounted to $7,023,481, an increase of 38% over 1947, Substan- 
tial increases were recorded for all individual classes of machinery in 
this group except grain and fertilizer drills which showed a drop of 
27% in number and 17% in value, Sales of fertilizer and lime sowers more 
than doubled in both number of units and volume, while there were 94% 
more transplanters sold, Grain drills of the plain type numbered 25% 
more units than in 1947, while an increase of 67% in number of press 
type drills was recorded,

Increases in the number of units compared with 1947 were shown 
for all types of ploughs except horse drawn mouldboard ploughs where de= 
creases ranging from 43% to 62% were registered, For all types of 
ploughs combined, the number sold was 90°’ in excess of the 1947 unit 
sales, while the value exceeded iast year by 46%, Lergest gains were 
reported in tractor drawn mouldboard ploughs, four-furrow and larger, 
and tractor mounted mouldboard ploughs. 


Tilling, Cultivating, and Weeding Machinery 


Sales of tilling, cultivating, and weeding machinery advanced 
48% over 1947, All classes within this group contributed to this increase 
with the exception of horse drawn field cultivators, wire and blade 
weeders, and hand-operated wheeled cultivators and weeders for which sub- 
stantial decreases were reported, Major increases occurred in sales of 
horse drawn disc harrows, corn cultivators, and tractor mounted field and 
vegetable cultivators, 


Haying Machinery 


While haying machinery sales on the whole showed an increase of 
647. in dollar value, there were wide variations in trends among the 
individual classes within the group. Marked increases in unit sales were 
were recorded for tractor drawn and tractor mounted mowers, while there 
was @ slight drop in sales of horse=drawn mowers, Other major increases 
were reported tor hay loaders and pick-up hay balers, as well as side- 
delivery rakes and tractor loaders, The number ot dump rakes sold was 
17% below 1947, while declines were also registered in the number of 
horse drawn hay sweeps and hay=stackers (overshot ,. 


Harvest ing Machinery 


Sales in this group were 56% higher than in 1947 with gains in 


dollar sales being registered in all groups except corn binders and 
pickers and beet lifters, In numbers of units, however, several other 
groups showed declines from last year, Combine reaper threshers over 
six feet, power take off and engine driven combined, dropped 10%, but 
unit sales of the self-propelled type combine increased 69%, Ensilage 
harvesters and traction potato diggers were down 11% and 10% respect= 
ively. 


Machines for Preparing Crops for Market or Use 


Although an increase of 15% in dollar sales ower 1947 was regis- 
tered for this group of machines, declines were recorded for several 
of the more important classes, Grain grinders, rollers and crushers, 
pulpers, grain cleaners (power), grain loaders and elevators, ensilage 
cutters and feed cutters all had fewer units sold in 1948 than in 1947. 
On the other hand, there were marked increases in number of threshers, 
ensilage or forage crop blowers and elevators, corn shellers, hammermills, 
feed mixers, and potato sorters and graders. 


Tractors and Engines 
ao esas i da Melati 


Tractor sales continued to increase at a substantial rate in 
1948, with the smaller size tractors registering the greatest gains, 
Garden tractor sales advanced to 9,526 units in 1948 from 4,574 in 1947 
and 2,208 in 1946, 


Dairy Machinery 


Sales of dairy machinery and equipment showed a further decline 
of 14% in 1948, with unit sales in all individual classes except cream 
Separators cover $00 lbs registering decreases from 1947, 


Other Types 


Spraying and dusting equipment unit sales on the whole were 
down 28%, Power sprayers with 1-6 gallon pumps and those with over 15 
gallon pumps as well as power dusters more than doubled in number of units 
sold, but declines were reported in all other types of sprayers. 


Sales of farm wagons, trucks, and sleighs also declined during 
the year as did poultry farm equipment and the miscellaneous equipment 
group.

SALES IN THE PRAIRIE PROVINCES 


Sales in the Prairie Provinces in 1948 increased 42% over 1947, 
only a slightly greater gain than that recorded for Canada as a whole, 
Sales of harvesting machinery in the Prairie Provinces accounted for 88% 
of the total Canadian sales of this group, while this region was respons- 
ible for 77% of the dollar sales of ploughs and 62% of the tractor business. 
Of the total sales of attachments in Canada, 71% went to the three Prairie 
Provinces. 


SALES OF FARM IMPLEMENTS AND EQUIPMENT COMPARED TO 


FARM CASH INCOME, 1936-1948 


Sales of farm machinery and equipment have experienced a remark- 
able growth since 1936 when the wholesale sales volume stood at just over 
$19 million. In 1941, the volume of dollar sales had risen to $52 million. 
After some falling off during the war years when production facilities were 
needed for the essential goods, sales in the period 1945-1948 turned sharply 
upward and in 1948 had reached a total of just over $170 million. 


A comparison of cash income from the sale of farm products and 
Sale of farm implements and equipment is presented in the following chart. 
From 1937 to 1941, farm cash income and implement sales followed much the 
same upward trend, but with the falling off of production of the latter 
during the early war years and increased farm income, the trends diverged. 
By 1947 and 1948, however, the index of sales of implements was surpassing 
the index of farm cash income.

FARM IMPLEMENT AND EQUIPMENT SALES 
I949 


Sales of New Farm Machinery and Equipment 


The marked increase in farm mechanization which has characterized the 
post-war period continued in 1949 when the total sales volume reached $217, 089, 
685, an increase of 27% over the 1948 figure of $170, 666,070. This expansion in 
1949 is remarkable in the light of the lowered farm cash income reported for that 
year. 


The above figures and those contained in the tables of this report are 
mainly at wholesale prices. Supplementary figures, supplied by reporting firms, 
indicate that an average mark-up of 21.9% would produce a reasonably accurate es- 
timate of the actual expenditure of Canadian farmers on new equipment and machin- 
ery. Retail sales of farm machinery in 1949, estimated on this basis, amounted 
to approximately $265,000, 000. 


Of the total Canadian sales of new farm equipment, $141,563,213, or 65%; 
were made in the three Prairie Provinces. Sales in Manitoba were up 60% in 1%9 
over 1948, while gains of 28% and 21% were recorded for Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
Ontario, with 22% of the total sales volume, registered an increase of 24% over 
1948. Smaller gains were recorded for Quebec and British Columbia, while a slight 
decline was registered for the Atlantic Provinces. ‘The following table shows the 
regional distribution of sales of new farm machinery and equipment for the years 
1948 and 1949. Table 5 contains figures by detailed types of equipment for the 
Prairie Provinces only, while Table 2 gives a summary by major groups.

Almost half of the total volume of sales of new implements and equip- 
ment was sales of farm tractors of various types and sizes. Harvesting machinery 
constituted 18% of the total valume, while sales of ploughs made up 8%. The 
greatest increase over 1948 was recorded in sales of tractors and engines at 62%, 
while major gains were also reported in ploughs (50%), machines for preparing 
crops for market or use (33%), and tilling» cultivating, and weeding machinery 
(31%). Sales in 1949 were lower than in 1948 in the following major groups: 
spraying and dusting equipment; farm wagons» trucks, and sleighs; water systems, 
pumps, and septic tanks; dairy machinery and equipment; and poultry farm equip= 
ment. . 


Table 2 summarizes sales of various types of implement by major groups» 
while Tables 4 and 5 present 1949 figures for individual types of implement 
wherever this could be done without revealing an individual firm's operations. 


Sales of Repair Parts 


Sales of repair parts in 1949 amounted to $28,104,505, an increase of 
4% over the 1948 volume of $26,996,844. Applying an average mark-up of 28.3%, 
it is estimated that farmers in Canada spent approximately $36,000,000 for new 
repair parts for machines in 1949. 


; Alberta sales of repair parts fell off slightly compared with 1948, 

while gains ranging up to 8% were recorded for the other Prairie Provinces and 

for Eastern Canada. An increase of 15% occurred in British Columbia. Provincial 
. Bales for 1948 and 1949 are shown in the table below.

MERCHANDISING AND SERVICES 


SALES OF FARM IMPLEMENTS AND EQUIPMENT COMPARED WITH 
FARM CASH INCOME, 19356-1949 


Sales of farm machinery and equipment have experienced a remarkable 
growth since 1936 when the wholesale sales volume stood at just over $19 million. 
In 1941, the volume of dollar sales had risen to $52 million. After some falling 
off during the war years when production facilities were occupied with the out- 
put of more essential goods, sales in the period 1945-1949 turned sharply upward 
and in 1949 had reached a total of just over $217 million. 


A comparison of cash income from the sale of farm products and sales 
of farm implements and equipment is presented in the following chart. After 
holding together fairly closely from 1936 to 1941, farm cash income and implement 
sales trends diverged in 1942 and 1943. Since that time, the expansion in imp- 
lement sales has outmatched cash farm income. In fact, farm cash income fell 
off from $2,449,865,000 in 1948 to $2,409,165,000 in 1949, while farm implement 
sales continued sharply upward.

FARM IMPLEMENT AND EQUIPMENT SALES 
; 1950 


¥ Sales of New Farm Machinery and Equipment 


Farm machinery sales in Canada during 1950 barely sur- 
passed the 1949 volume. The dollar value of implements and 
equipment sold totalled $218,187,120 compared with 1949 
sales of $217,089,685. These figures and the values appearing 
throughout the tables of this report, are mainly at wholesale 
prices. On the basis of information supplied by manufacturers 
and importer-distributors, an average mark-up of 20.4% would 
produce a reasonably accurate estimate of expenditures by 
Canadian farmers on new implements and equipment in 1950. 
Retail sales of farm machinery, estimated on this basis, amount- 
ed to approximately $263,000,000 in 1950: 


There was wide variation in the 1949-1950 trends for differ- 
ent sections of the country. Manitoba, which had shown a 60% 
increase in 1949, reported sales 22% lower in 1950. Alberta and 
Saskatchewan reported only small gains of 2% and 5% respec- 
tively. British Columbia reported a 28% decline from the 1949 
sales figure. In eastern parts of the country, increases ranged 
from 9% to 15%. 


The following table shows the regional distribution of farm 
machinery and equipment sales for 1944 to 1950. It may be noted 
that the total for the three Prairie Provinces was 62.8% of the 
Canada total in 1950, somewhat lower than the 65.2% recorded 
in the previous year.

_ Among the commodity items, as can be seen from Table 
2, there were distinctly different trends for various groups. 
Tractors and engines, the largest group by volume, showed 
a decrease of 4% from 1949. Another important group showing 
Teduced volume was ‘‘Ploughs’’ which declined 15%. Al- 
though farm wagons, trucks and sleighs showed a decrease 


of 21% and poultry equipment a decline of 21%, these are less 
important parts of the farm implement class. 


Increases in certain other goods kept total volume at the 
previous year’s level, among the more important of these being 
tilling, cultivating and weeding machinery (+ 8%) and harvest- 
ing machinery (+ 13%).

MERCHANDISING AND SERVICES 


Sales of Repair Parts 


Sales of repair parts for farm machinery and equipment 
totalled $29,862,034 in 1950, up 6% from $28,104,505 re- 
ported in 1949. On the basis of supplementary information 
provided by reporting firms which indicated an average mark- 
up of 31.4%, it is estimated that farmers in Canada spent 
approximately $39,000,000 on repair parts for farm machinery 
in 1950. 


The trend in repair parts sales varied considerably in the 
different regions of the country. In British Columbia, the 
Atlantic Provinces and Quebec, major increases of 69%, 55% 
and 49% respectively were recorded. Repair parts sales in 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan were down 8% and 10% respectively 
from 1949, while moderate gains of 7% and 17% were recorded 
for Alberta and Ontario. The following table shows provincial 
sales for the years 1949 and 1950.

FARM IMPLEMENT AND EQUIPMENT SALES 


Sales of farm implements and equipment totalled $235,620,345 
in 1951, representing an increase of 8% over the 1950 sales of 
$218,187,120. Value figures appearing throughout the tables of 
this report, are chiefly at wholesale prices. Manufacturers and 
importer-distributors were asked to submit a percentage mark-up 
to be applied to their wholesale sales in order that estimated 
retail values could be arrived at. On the basis of information 
supplied, an average mark-up of 21.7% would produce a fairly 
accurate estimate of expenditures by Canadian farmers on new 
implements and equipment during 1951. Retail sales, estimated 
on this basis amounted to approximately $287,000,000 in 1951. 


The 1950-1951 trends varied widely in different sections 
of the country. British Columbia, which had registered a 28% 


1951 


decrease in sales in 1950, reported sales 23% higher in 1951, 
Manitoba followed the same trend with increased sales of 8% in 
1951 compared to a 22% decline in 1950. Alberta showed a 7% 
gain in sales, while Saskatchewan with a decline of 2% was the 
only province to register a drop in sales during 1951. In the 
eastern parts of the country, increases ranged from 13% to 26%, 


The following table shows the regional distribution of farm 
implement and equipment sales for 1945 to 1951. It may be 
noted that total sales for the Prairie Provinces was 59.9% of the 
Canada total in 1951, this is somewhat lower than the 62,8% 
reported in the previous year.

Table 2 shows the volume of sales by major groups of 
commodities. Sales of tractors and engines, the largest group 
by volume, declined 5% from 1950 as did tilling, cultivating, 
and weeding machinery but these decreases in volume of sales 
were more than compensated for by the substantial increases in 


sales of such important groups as harvesting machinery, haying 
machinery, and machines for preparing crops for market use. 
Increases were reported in all other groups with the exceptions 
of dairy machinery and equipment, and miscellaneous farm 
equipment where declines in sales of 16% and0.5% were reported,

FARM IMPLEMENT AND EQUIPMENT SALES 
1952 


Sales of new farm implements and equipment continued to 


advance in 1952 when the volume of sales, at wholesale prices, 


amounted to $250,277,241, 6% above the 1951 level of 
$235,620,345. Supplementary information, supplied by reporting 
firms, indicated that an average mark-up of 22.6% would produce 
a fairly accurate estimate of expenditures by Canadian farmers 
on new implements and equipment. Retail sales estimated on 
this basis amounted to approximately $307,000,000 in 1952. 


Wide variations in sales trends were reported in different 
sections of the country. Saskatchewan, the only province that 
reported decreased sales in 1951, recorded sales 24% higher 


in 1952. British Columbia, on the other hand, had registered 
& 23% increase in 1951 but reported a fractional decrease in 
sales for 1952. Alberta sales were up 11%, while sales in 
Manitoba were slightly lower than in 1951. Sales for the Prairie 
Provinces were 64.3% of the Canada total in 1952, a sizeable 
increase over the proportion of 59.9% reported for 1951, In 
the eastern sections of the country both Ontario and Quebec 
reported declines in sales, while both Newfoundland and the 
Maritimes reported substantial gains.

The volume of sales by major groups of commodities is 
shown in Table 2 Sales of tractors and engines, the largest 
group by volume, declined for the third consecutive year. 
Tilling, cultivating and weeding machinery sales were 19% 
Jower than in 1951 while decreased sales were also reported 


in several other less important groups. On the other hand, sales 
of harvesting machinery, the second largest group by volume, 
registered increased sales of 27% Two other important groups 
showing substantial gains were ploughs and haying machinery 
with increases of 18% and 16% respectively.

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Sales of Repair Parts 


Sales of repair parts for farm implements and equipment 
amounted to $31,231,946 in 1952, representing an increase of 
8% over the 1951 sales of $28,772,869. By applying an average 
mark-up of 34.5%, it is estimated that Canadian farmers spent 
approximately $42,000,000 on repair parts for farm implements 
and equipment during 1952. 


While the trend in sales of repair parts varied considerably 
in different regions of Canada, all provinces reported sales 
equal to or higher than in 1951. Saskatchewan, with the largest 


volume of sales, registered an increase of 19%, Alberta reported 
a gain of 8% and British Columbia had sales 31% higher than 
last year. Manitoba, with sales fractionally higher, reported 
the smallest increase of any of the Western provinces. In the 
Eastern regions, Ontario reported no change from 1951, while 
Quebec sales were only fractionally higher. The Maritime 
Provinces registered increased sales of 20% and in Newfound- 
land sales of repair parts were 95% higher than a year ago. The

FARM IMPLEMENT AND EQUIPMENT SALES 
1953 


Sales of new farm implements and equipment in 1953 de- 
creased from the previous year by approximately 5 p.c. The 
volume of sales at wholesale prices amounted to $238,050,354, 
only slightly higher than the 1951 dollar level. Information sub- 
mitted by reporting firms indicates an average mark-up of 22.8 
p.c. to produce approximate retail sales of $292,326,000. Sub- 
stantial gains were evidenced in Newfoundland and Saskat- 
chewan (+ 10.8 p.c. and +5.9 p.c. respectively), while sales in 
all other provinces were lower than in 1952. Sales of farm imple- 


ments and equipment in the Prairie Provinces, at $159,666,338 
in 1953, were only fractionally lower than the 1952 sales of 
$160,942,935, These three provinces accounted for 67.1 p.c. of 
total sales in Canada in 1953 compared with 64.3 p.c. in 1952 
and 59.9 p.c. in 1951. Sales in Saskatchewan, the largest 
single province, were responsible for this continued expansion 
in the prairie proportion to total sales. The following table 
shows distribution of sales by regions since 1947.

Sales of tractors and engines, the largest major commodity 
group, have declined consistently from a 1949 total of 
$102,026,000 to $85,261,224 in 1953. The 1953 decline from the 
previous year occurred in that part of the country outside of the 
Prairies where a nominal increase of 0.6 p.c. took place. 
Harvesting machinery declined 6.4 p.c. in value in 1953 but 


was still higher, at $69,579,783, than other years prior to 1952. 
Sales of haying machinery increased 14.8 p.c. with a most pro- 
nounced gain in the Prairie Provinces of 51.8 p.c. Sales of 
ploughs decreased while tilling and cultivating equipment 
sales showed a 5.5 p.c. gain, Other commodity group sales

Dollar values are stated at wholesale prices and information 
submitted indicates an average retail mark-up of 22.5%. Table 
1 shows distribution of sales by regions. 


For the second successive year, sales of new farm imple- 
ments and equipment decreased from the previous year. Com- 
pared with 1953, sales in 1954 decreased about 38% to reach 
the Jowest figure since 1947. This decrease in sales was 
common to all regions, the Prairie Provinces showing the

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FARM IMPLEMENT AND EQUIPMENT SALES 
1955 


Canadian sales of farm implements and equip- 
ment during 1955 amounted to $155,115,882. 
Compared to 1954 this amount showed an increase 
of $8,413,187 or 5.7 per cent. It should be noted 
that 1953 and 1954 sales both registered a decrease 
over the previous year. Saskatchewan with a de- 
crease of 11.4 per cent was the only province 
showing a drop in sales. British Columbia rezis- 
tered the highest increase in sales with 23.0 per 
cent and Manitoba the smellest with 0.7 per cent. 


The distribution of sales by major groups 
showed that nine groups registered gains over the 
‘preceding year while the other five groups regis- 
tered declines. The largest gain (22.7 per cent) 
occurred in haying machinery and the largest 
decrease (19.4 per cent) in ploughs. The ratio 
of sales for the Prairie Provinces to total Canauian 
sales was 50.0 per cent the lowest since this 


series began in 1936. Ratios of the Prairies to 
Canada total for commodity groups are shown in 
Table 3. Separate sales data for the Prairies for 
these commodities were first collected in 1945. 


Sales of repair: parts in 1955 increased 4.1 per 
cent to $28,451,964 from $27,335,796 recorded for 
the previous year. Newfoundland and Saskatchewan 
were the only provinces which did not share in this 
increase. The other provinces had increases ranging 
from 3.7 per cent in Ontario to 20.3 per cent in 
British Columbia. 


Dollar values are stated at wholesale prices 
and information submitted by reporting firms in- 
dicates an average retail mark-up of 22.3 per cent 
and 33.3 per cent would produce approximate retail 
sales respectively for sales of farm implements and 
equipment and sales of repair parts.

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FARM IMPLEMENT AND EQUIPMENT SALES 
1956 


Sales of farm implements and equipment in 
1956 amounted to $170,767,455, an increase of 
141 per cent over the previous year’s total of 
$153,124,434. The values stated throughout this 
report are chiefly at wholesale prices. Information 
supplied by manufacturers and importer-distributors 
indicates an average retail mark-up of 23.7 per cent 
would produce a reasonably accurate estimate of 
expenditures by Canadian farmers on new imple- 
ments and equipment during 1956. On this basis 
retail sales were estimated at $211,239,000. 


All but two regions of the country showed in- 
creased sales over 1955. The two exceptions were 
Ontario and British Columbia where sales dropped 
2 per cent below 1955 levels. Sales in the Prairie 
Provinces contributed the largest portion of the 
overall Canadian increase with advances in the 
order of 26 per cent in Saskatchewan, 23 per cent 
in Manitoba and 16 per cent in Alberta, The highest 
rate of increase, however, occurred in Newfoundland 
at 28 per cent. Increases of 8 and 7 per cent were 
registered respectively for the Maritime Provinces 
and Quebec. Provincial figures from 1950 onwards 
are shown in Table 1 of this report. 


The volume of sales by major groups of com- 
modities decreased in five of the less important 
groups within a range of 1 per cent recorded for 
barn equipment to 29 per cent for miscellaneous 


ferm equipment. Poultry farm equipment, the smallest 
group by volume, obtained the largest percentage 
increase in value of sales at 50 per cent, while 
sales of tractors and engines, the largest group, 
increased only 8 per cent. Between these two 
extremes, noteworthy increases occurred in haying 
machinery with sales 37 per cent higher than 1955, 
harvesting machinery, and farm wagons, trucks and 
sleighs with 26 per cent each and dairy machinery 
and equipment with 21 per cent. The figures for 
these and other major groups of commodities will 
be found in Table 2 for Canada and the Prairie 
Provinces. It may be noted from this table that the 
Prairie sales represented 54 per cent of the total, 
up from 50 per cent in 1955. The 1956 sales by 
commodities will be found in Table 4 while Table 5 
presents a historical series for selected commodity 
items only. 


The sales of repair parts at $31,824,672 were 
up 12 per cent in comparison with sales of 
$28,451,964 in 1955. All provinces shared in this 
increase but particularly Quebec and Saskatchewan 
where sales increased 21 and 18 per cent respec- 
tively. On the basis of information supplied by 
reporting firms, an average retail mark-up of 36.6 
per cent would produce a reasonable estimate of 
the amount spent by Canadian farmers on repair 
parts in 1956. Table 3 shows a distribution of sales 
of repair parts by provinces from 1950 to date.

FARM IMPLEMENT AND EQUIPMENT SALES 
1957 


Significant changes which have been made in this report for the purpose 
of increasing its usefulness are as follows: 


Level of Reporting and Geographical Detail 


In this 1957 report, a considerable change has 
been made in the ‘‘level’’ or ‘‘point of sale’’ of 
reporting, in the reporting detail and in the coverage. 
In former years, sales of farm implements were at the 
wholesale level—i.e., sales by Canadian manufac- 
turer or importer to dealer. In this year, the first 
attempt has been made to show the number of units 
sold by dealers to users. The selling value, however, 
has been generally maintained at the wholesale level 
or at dealers’ cost less trade discounts. The second 
major improvement, which is self-evident, is the 
reporting of units sold to user for major groups, by 
provinces. The main-line companies, through the 
medium of an Industry Statistics Committee, have 
been responsible for these improvements. 


The change from the wholesale level to the 
retail level in number of units sold has not been 
complete and possibly will never be so except in a 
census of all dealers. Many smaller manufacturers of 
specialty lines can only show sales to distributors 
or dealers in both number of units and dollar volume; 
they have no control over dealers and are not able to 
obtain data on dealers’ sales to farmers for their 
lines. In most such cases, there is no serious stock- 
piling of these products by dealers so that sales to 
dealers approximate sales to user. The provincial 
detail of such sales also may be subject to some 
elror since the final sale may occur in a province 
other than that reported by the distributor. For most 
major lines of implements, however, the main-line 
companies, which are predominant, as well as other 
Tespondents to this survey revised their accounting 


“methods to permit reporting under the new plan. 


Therefore, the results of this report are, in the main, 
actual sales to user by provinces under the title 
“number of units sold’’ but dollar sales remain at 
the wholesale level. 


Coverage or Scope 


A third change in this 1957 report is that of 
coverage. The ideal purpose of such a survey is to 
provide a complete statistical measurement of the 
subject in all detail required. A complete census of 
all dealers, providing they kept records of every 
commodity sold, would accomplishthis. On an annual 
basis, however, the approach has been through 
Canadian manufacturers and importers since such a 
plan is less costly and the results as accurate, if 
Not more so, than a complete dealer census. The co- 
Operation of these firms makes this report possible. 


Although some attempt has been made in past 
years to include firms with farm equipment as ‘‘side 
lines’’ to their main activity, it has been evident 
that the published results of certain items were not 
complete and were even misleading at times. It is 
impractical to attempt complete coverage in this 
annual study. Large manufacturers of electrical 
equipment, for instance, are not contacted for sales 
of ventilating fans. It is doubtful if they could des- 
ignate the number ultimately sold for farm use as 
against other commercial use. Again, a small iron 
foundry in any year might make litter carrier track 
but its major activity would be castings for machinery 
other than farm. Some new firms had been added to 
this survey in past years because of such small side 
lines which were for farm use. These have now been 
cancelled from this study. 


It is felt that levels of sales for most lines are 
accurate to a close degree and that trends, estab- 
lished by contacting all manufacturers and importers 
whose main activity is the farmimplement and equip- 
ment business, are quite reliable. As a result, some 
of the minor or equipment categories now represent 
only sales of those items by companies principally 
engaged in this industry. For example, in the ‘‘pumps 
and irrigation equipment’’ group, the figures are as 
accurate as a survey of this kind can ensure. Direct 
import by a user cannot possibly be measured here 
and such sales are not included in this report; such 
a case might apply to new or specialty lines such 
as irrigation systems where a large user imports 
directly. Domestic water systems, however, are of 
doubtful meaning when many might be used in sub- 
urban developments rather than on farm and where 
they are also imported and distributed by distributors 
other than those of farm equipment. A complete 
coverage of such items is not possible. 


Some part of the decrease in farm implement 
sales for 1957 was due to this change in coverage 
and is most noticeable in the miscellaneous group, 
Table 3. No change in ‘‘coverage’”’ occurred in the 
major groups except in one or two instances where 
there was some duplication. 


Item Breakdown 


The Statistics Committee of the industry re- 
viewed the annual questionnaire with the Bureau 
and suggested changes were implemented for the 1957 
survey. Most important of these was the tractor 
group. Introduction of new models necessitated a 


400 
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close review of all horse-power ratings and the 
result was a re-grouping as shown in this report. 
To some extent, this destroys accurate comparisons 
with previous years. The horse-power ratings are 
shown at 75 per cent maximum draw-bar, Nebraska 
test. It was felt that no purpose would be served by 
separating tractors using diesel and other fuel for 
the crawler tractor section since the majority are 
diesel. A revision in the size breakdown of combines 
also appears in this publication. Tractor loaders, 
which are used for various purposes, have been 


transferred from haying machinery to the section 
‘‘machines for preparing crops for market or use,’’ 


Presentation 


The arrangement of groups has been changed 
and follows a more logical sequence than in former 
reports. The important group of tractors appears 
first, followed by major lines in general order of use 
during a season. The equipment or minor groups, 
which are not shown by provinces, follow the major 
groups. 


Review of 1957 Results 


Sales of new farm implements and equipment 
in Canada amounted to $149,309,722 in 1957, a 12 
per cent decrease from the previous year. Quebec 
province recorded the only gain while the more pro- 
nounced declines occurred in the Atlantic Provinces 
British Columbia, Saskatchewan, and Alberta. Repair 
parts, on the other hand showed improvement in 
sales volume compared with 1956, with all provinces 
on the increase. 


A more realistic appraisal of the trend in farm 
implement sales is evident in Table 3. Tractors, 
haying and harvesting machinery were the major 
lines responsible for the over-all decline in sales. 
Barn equipment and dairy machinery have shown con- 
sistent growth over the past years. Reference has 


been made to some slight change in scope or cover- 
age of this report; this is partly responsible for the 
decrease in the other minor groups of spraying and 
miscellaneous equipment. A transfer of tractor load- 
ers from haying machinery to the group ‘‘preparing 
crops for market use’’ was part of the cause for the 
change in sales of these two groups. 


No factor is available to convert the ‘‘whole- 
sale’’ values shown here to a retail or farmer-cost 
level. It was felt by the industry in general that mark- 
ups reported to suppliers by dealers were not accur- 
ate. An estimate of approximately 20 per cent mark- 
up similar to past years should give a reasonable 
figure for dollars spent by farmers for new imple- 
ments.

FARM IMPLEMENT AND EQUIPMENT SALES 
1958 


The sales of new farm implements and equipment 
in 1958 totalled $172,014,376, an increase of 14.7 
percent over the 1957 total. Repair part sales were 
practically unchanged from the previous year so that 
the total .of whole machines and parts, at 
$205,993,039, was 12.1 percent higher than the 1957 
total. All major commodity groups showed increased 
sales, ranging from a 24.5 percent gain in harvesting 
machinery to one of 6.0 percent for planting and 
seeding. More than one third of the dollar volume of 
sales is accounted for by tractors, with a total of 
$63,171,496. 


The data contained in this report are comparable 
to the 1957 report in that the change in level of 
reporting and the ‘‘coverage’’ as undertaken for 1957 
has been continued. Sales of units represent, in the 
main, the number sold to users while the dollar 
sales remain at the wholesale level. The policy of 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics is to avoid dis- 
closure of information of individual firms and for 
this reason certain items are not shown. In some 


cases a figure representing three or more firms has 
been omitted to ‘‘cover’’ one of less than three 
firms. 


Again, no mark-up factor is available to convert 
the wholesale level to the retail or ‘‘farmer-expendi- 
ture’? level. Reporting manufacturers and importers 
cannot accurately state the mark-up of the great 
number of independent dealers who handle their 
products. This report does not include used machin- 
ery, motor trucks, binder twine, export sales of 
Canadian manufacturers or industrial machinery 
not primarily for farm use. 


The major groups, or main line implements, 
represent the total of goods manufactured and sold 
in Canada and of goods imported and sold in Canada. 
The minor groups such as barn equipment, spraying 
and irrigation eauipment represent only the sales of 
such items made by companies primarily engaged in 
the farm trade; they do not include companies whose 
major activity lies outside the farm equipment field 
but who may produce or sell such equipment.

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FARM IMPLEMENT AND EQUIPMENT SALES 
1959 


The increased rate of sales of farm implements 
and equipment evident in 1958 continued through 
1959. New machines sold for $212,231,379, a gain 
of 23.4 per cent over 1958 while the sale of repair 
parts increased 14.4 per cent. The total sales of the 
two amounted to $251,118,817, the highest total 
since the peak years of 1951, 1952 and 1953. 


Harvesting machinery, with a gain of 47.8 per cent 


over 1958, contributed substantially to the higher 
level of machine sales; tractors recorded the second 
highest rate of increase at 25.0 per cent, contribut- 
ing almost $16 million to the total gain of $40 
million in new machinery sales. Two minor groups, 
dairy machinery and spraying equipment, had sales 
decreases in 1959, 


The western provinces experienced the largest 
percentage gains, with Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
British Columbia exceeding 30 per cent. Ontario, 
the heaviest in dollar weight, showed a 17.1 per cent 
gain and Quebec the smallest increase at 4 per cent. 
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The change made in 1957 (unit sales to user by 
provinces) is continued in this report. Dollar sales 
are mainly at the wholesale level, i.e. cost to dealer: 
Certain items are not shown to avoid disclosure of 
individual firms. In some cases, a figure represent- 
ing three or more firms is also omitted in order to 
‘‘cover’’ one of less than three firms. This report 
does not include the sales of used machinery, motor 
trucks, binder twine, export sales of Canadian 
manufacturers or industrial machinery and tractors 
not primarily sold for farm use. 


The major groups, or main line implements, 
represent the total of goods manufactured and sold 
in Canada and of goods imported and sold in Canada, 
The minor groups such as barn equipment, spraying 
and irrigation equipment represent only the sales of 
such items made by companies primarily engaged 
in the farm trade; they do not include companies 
whose major activity lies outside the farm equipment 
field but who may produce or sell such equipment.

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FARM IMPLEMENT AND EQUIPMENT SALES 
1960 


Sales of new farm implements and equipment 
in Canada amounted to $217,495,183 in 1960, a 2.5 
per cent increase over sales of SO s230 737 9NN 
the previous year. Sales of repair parts were 
$41,312,525, a gain of 5.2 per cent over 1959. The 
combined sales of new implements, equipment and 
repair parts, at $258,777,398, were 3.9 per cent 
higher than the 1959 total. The comparable increase 
in 1959 over 1958 was 21.9 per cent. 


Jnly in the Atlantic provinces was the in- 
crease in sales greater than in 1959: 17.9 per cent 
against 11.5 per cent. Four provinces reported 
decreases and other provinces had substantially 
smaller percentage increases than in 1959. Only 
one province indicated a decrease in sales of 
repair parts. In 1959 all provinces had increased 
sales of both implements and repair parts. In- 
creased sales of harvesting machinery, tractors and 
engines, miscellaneous farm equipment, ploughs, 
tilling and dairy machinery accounted for the smal] 
increase in 1969 business volume and offset the 
decreased sales of machines for preparing crops for 
market or use. 


The change made in 1957 (reporting unit sales 
to user by provinces) is continued in this report. 
Dollar sales are mainly at the wholesale level, i.e. 
cost to dealer. To avoid disclosure of an individual 
firm’s figures, certain items are not shown. In some 
cases a figure representing three or more firms is 
also omitted in order to ‘‘cover’’ one of less than 
three firms. This report does not include the sales 
of used machinery, motor trucks, binder twine, 
export sales of Canadian manufacturers or indus- 
trial machinery and tractors not sold primarily for 
farm use. 


Data on major groups, or main line implements, 
indicate the total goods manufactured and sold in 
Canada and goods imported and sold in Canada. 
Data on minor groups such as barn equipment, 
spraying and irrigation equipment indicate only the 
sales of such items made by companies primarily 
engaged in the farm trade; they do not include sales 
of companies whose major activity lies outside the 
farm equipment field but who may produce or sell 
such equipment.

FARM IMPLEMENT AND EQUIPMENT SALES 
1961 


Sales of new farm implements and equipment 
in Canada amounted to $201,776,532 in 1961, a 
decrease of 7.2% from sales of $217,465,183 in 
1960. Sales of repair parts were $39,643,554, a 
decrease of 4.0% from the figure of $41,312,625 for 
1960. The combined sales of new implements, equip- 
ment and repair parts, amounting to $241,420,086, 
were 6.7% below 1960 sales of $258,777,808. This 
is the first year since 1957 to show a decrease. 
For 1958, 1959 and 1960 sales increased by 12.1%, 
21.9%, and 3.0% respectively over the previous year. 


The provinces of Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
reported a decrease in sales of farm implements, 
equipment, and repair parts. All other regions re- 
ported increases but increases were not of sufficient 
magnitude to offset the decreased sales in the 
Prairie Provinces. In 1960 the provinces of Alberta 
and British Columbia indicated decreased sales 
from 1959 but increases in other provinces were 
more than enough to offset. All categories of ma- 
chinery except tilling, cultivating and weeding 
machinery, planting, seeding and fertilizing ma- 
chinery, barn equipment and spraying and dusting 
equipment indicated decreased sales for 1961.

REPAIR PARTS 


The change made in 1957 (reporting unit sales 
to user by provinces) is continued in this report. 
Dollar sales are mainly at the wholesale level, i.e. 
cost to dealer. To avoid disclosure of an individual 
firm’s figures, certain items are not shown. In some 
cases a figure representing three or more firms is 
also omitted in order to ‘‘cover’’ one of less than 
three firms. This report does not include the sales 
of used machinery, motor trucks, binder twine, 
export sales of Canadian manufacturers or industrial 
machinery and tractors not sold primarily for farm 
use. 


Data on major groups, or main line implements, 
indicate the total goods manufactured and sold in 
Canada and goods imported and sold in Canada. 
Data on minor groups such as barn equipment, 
spraying and irrigation equipment indicate only the 
sales of such items made by companies primarily 
engaged in the farm trade; they do not include sales 
of companies whose major activity lies outside the 
farm equipment field but who may produce or sell 
such equipment.
